Though Flaherty’s days as a 
player ended with the war, he kept 
in touch with tin* game, by umpir- 
ing and watching the local lads in 
action, always being available to 
help any youngster trying to get ac- 
climated behind the hat. 

In 1930 Winchester Post, Amei 
ican Legion, decided to organize a 
semi-pro team, and Legionnaire 
Flaherty, then commencing to re- 
cover somewhat from the affects of 
the dog bite, was persuaded to man- 
age the team.

This citizen, at 
least, did not feel that the cost of 
installing a passenger elevator at 
Winchester can he justified. 


ANSWERING MR. LAWTON 


Kditor of the Star: 

As a member of the working 
press 1 would like to answer the 
letter in last week’s Star by Mr. 
Douglas Lawson, who says that 
American newspapers and column- 
ists are ‘‘patriotic deviates preach- 
ing the doctrine that, above all, we 
must be fair to Communists.” 

I am surprised at a man of Mr. 
Lawson’s standing in the commu- 
nity making such a charge. It ap- 
pears to he part of the concerted 
effort of the supporters of Senator 
McCarthy to label as left wing any 
newspaper or writer conscientiously 
opposing the Senator’s methods. 

It is the very apparent hysteria 
in Mr. Lawson’s letter, and the 
super-patriotism of his appeal that 
has turned many persons against 
McCarthyism. T h e opposition 
stems, not from any desire to pro- 
tect Communists, hut from a real 
concern that democracy itself may 
be endangered by the methods be- 
ing used. 

The New York Times has been a 
leader in pointing out the dangers.! 
Can anyone say that Arthur Krock ' 
and James Reston are left wing 
writers? Walter Lippmann is an- 
other who fears that McCarthy and 
his efforts to gain power are ; 
jeopardizing Constitutional govern-, 
ment. Can such loaders of Amer- 
ican journalism he wrong? Are 
they preaching “borderline philo- j 
<ophy”? Are we to accept the Mc- 
Carthy supporters such as Fulton 
Lewis, Walter Winchell and West- 
brook Pegler as the new serious 
leaders of the press? 

Mr. Lawson says there now is a 
surge to protect Communism. It 
seems to me that at no time in the 
past twenty years has Communism ! 
in America been so thoroughly dis- j 
credited. Kvery decent weapon •; 
should he used to make sure it stays 
discredited. But it would appear 
the duty of the American press to j 
issue warnings when any person or 
group seems to use the struggle 
against Communism as a means for j 
seeking personal power. 

And that leads to Mr. Lawson’s 
implied criticism of President 
Kisenhower for seeking fair play. 
Does he think that the duly elected 
head of the government should let 
the Senator from Wisconsin deter- 
mine foreign policy, control the 
army, run tin* F. B. 1. and determine 
the policies of the Republican Com- 
mittee?

The opening pieces had set a fair- 
ly quiet mood. The altos had 
brought out the inner melody of 
“ He re Yet Awhile” from the Bach 
St. Matthew’s Passion with clarity; 

. ;he “Crueifixus” from’ the Bach B 
Ai : mn Mu-s* had been beautifully 
ustained and carried to a fine piu- 
inissimo at the end; md the Haydn 
! “Agnus Dei” had been traversed in 
j i ruo classical style, delicately 
; bandied by the Quartet and Uhorus. 

But with the “Agnus Dei” from 
the Mozart Requiem the Choir real- 
s' showed its authority and confi- 
dent integration, building up a 
-toady ground-well of volume 
toward the climax and bringing out 
tin* power and color of its marvel- 
ous bass section. It was this piece 
jt hat set the tone of the perfor- 
I niance, a tone that was sustained 
! md even heightened until it reach- 
'd a peak in the Brahms Requiem 
Section V, sung by soprano Dolores 
Baldyga and Chorus, and Section 
III, sung by bass George Fortune 
and Chorus. 

Miss Baldyga has one of the best 
soprano voices in the ranks of those 
now working toward a concert 
career, and she has never sung bet- 
ter. She brought out the full pathos 
of the essentially somber Section 
V with great feeling hut with 
restraint, soaring over the Chorus 
which held a subdued background 
of sustained quality in which the 
tenors were especially good. 

The Section HI was immense. 
George Fortune handled the solo 
work flawlessly, and the Chorus 
did an admirable job on the intri- 
cate contrapuntal passages in the 
middle of the Section. The whole 
piece built relentlessly, authorit- 
itively, in proportion and with 
part balanced, to an over- 
whelming climax; and the release 
was spine-tingling. This was by 
all odds the high point of the pro- 
gram. 

The twentieth century material 
lacked the strength of that which 
preceded it, but such as it was, it re. 
reived expert treatment. The A 
Cappella work in “The Paper 
Reeds” from Randall Thompson’s 
“Peaceable Kingdom” was skillful, 
the voices having the requisite 
color to do justice to the unusual 
offects of certain tenor passages 
J over-ranging the altos. And the 
I finale, a special arrangement <>f the 
| Welsh folk hymn “Hast Thou Heard 
j It” had the virtue of familiarity 
and was stoutly delivered. 

In our enthusiasm for the Brahms 
and the Mozart we forgot to pay 
tribute to the good solo work of 
Muriel Thorley in “He Was Des- 
pised” from Handel’s “Messiah”, 
and John Morahito in Holst’s 
“Psalm LX XX VI”, and particularly 
Kdgar Isherwood, who was very 
effective with George Fortune and 
the Chorus in the ‘‘Second Word” 
from Dubois’ “Seven Last Words”. 

Weston L. Brannen’s organ ac- 
companiment was excellent, and the 
tympani of Ralph Stevens added 
substantially to the depth of the 
climatic passages. The executive 
and administrative assistance of 
Mrs. Theodore von Rosenvinge was 
invaluable in making the perfor- 
mance possible. 

As for Director Mary Ranton 
Witham, we should think she must 
realize that in this performance 
she has directed the Choir to a 
standard that will present no small 
challenge for the future.

GIRL SCOUTS' EUROPEAN TRIP 

On July 3, 1954, when six excited 
Senior Girl Scouts of Winchester, 
together with their leaders, clamber 
aboard the Greek Line 1". S. S. Nep- 
tunia at the Port of Boston, they 
will probably have to pinch them- 
selves to make sure they are not 
dreaming. The great day will have 
arrived, preparations over, before 
them, tlie harvest of their efforts. 

Their itinerary will take them 
to England, Scotland, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Germany and France. 
For the most part, traveling will be 
done by bicycle. Overnight accom- 
modations will he Youth Hostels 
and Girl Scout and Girl Guide 
Hostels. One of the highlights of 
the trip will be meeting their sister 
Guide troop, the 2nd Birchington 
Rangers, of Birchington, Kent, 
England, with whom they have cor- 
responded for many months as part 
of the International Friendship 
program. 

The purpose of the trip is to ac- 
tually live tlie Senior program by 
furthering friendship and better 
understanding among peoples of 
other countries. By stopping at 
Youth and Guide Hostels, and by 
traveling the unbeaten paths, the 
troop will have an opportunity to 
meet, not only the citizens of the 
country through which they are 
traveling, but also those from other 
nations. This was the ideal of Ju- 
liette Low who was the founder of 
the Girl Scouts of the United 
States. As a memorial to her, in 
1927, the Juliette Low World 
Friendship Fund was created, for 
the promotion of Girl Guideing and 
Girl Scouting throughout the world, 
as a contribution toward world 
peace and good will. 

Preparations for a trip of this 
scope cannot be accomplished in a 
month or even two. The troop must 
work together for two or three 
years on a long-term project cov- 
ering training and budgeting, under 
the guidance and jurisdiction of the 
local Council and National Girl 
Scouts. A few of the necessary re- 
quirements consist of knowledge 
and interpretation of the Girl Scout 
program, history of Juliette Low, 
first aid, outdoor activities and 
camping, hosteling, a background 
of the countries to be visited, a 
working knowledge of the language 
of these countries, and of course. 


| the qualifications which make good 
representatives of the Girl Scouts 
I of the United States. The financial 
requirements are, that each girl 
must earn at least one hundred dol- 
lars of her own expenses. The 
members of this troop have far ex- 
ceeded this figure by earning a 
greater portion of their budget. 
With the exception of a contribution 
from the National Juliette Low 
World Friendship Fund, no other 
contribution has been solicited or 
received from the Community Chest 
or any other organization toward 
the financing of this troop project. 
The troop has earned most of its 
budget, both ns individuals, through 
part time jobs, and as a group, 
through such activities as a record 
hop, turkey supper, rummage sale, 
and several food sales. The troop 
is at present anticipating a success- 
ful Auction which is scheduled for 
April 10th, at the Winchester Town 
Hall. 

Winchester can and should he 
proud of this group of Girl Scouts 
who have worked so hard to live an 
ideal, and who are so well qualified 
to represent the Girl Scouts of the 
United States, as ambassadors of 
good-will to our neighbors across 
the sea.

GEORGE T. DAVIDSON

George T. Davidson, former Se- 1 
leetman and Park Commissioner I 
and one of Winchester's most wide- 
ly known citizens, died Friday night, 

April 2, at the Winchester Hos- 
pital, following several weeks ill- 
ness. For 34 years he had served 
the town, from 1912 as a member 
of the old Warrant Committee, now 
the Finance Committee; as a Se- 
lectman from 1913 to 1916 and as 
a member of the Board of Park 
Commissioners from 1917 to his 
retirement in 1946. 

He was elected chairman of the 
Park Board in 1918 and served in 
this capacity until his retirement, 
taking a leading part in the devel- 
opment and beautification of the 
town through the construction of 
the fine system of playgrounds, 
swimming beaches and bathhouses, 
tennis courts and the 12 parks and 
19 park-owned plots that have 
changed ugly eyesores into attrac- 
tive bits of property in many parts 
of the community. 

He was chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen from 1914 to 1916, 
heading the Board when the old 
Adams School, built in 1857 on 
Swanton street, abandoned in 1876 
and moved to the site of the present 
fire station, was removed to make 
possible the erection of the present 
Fire and Police Station building. 

He w’as also among those directly 
responsible for the removal of the 
Old Whitney Machine factory at 
the northwesterly corner of the 
Parkway and Main street and raz- 
ing other unsightly industrial 
buildings along the river there to 
make possible the attractive park 
development on the river in that 
location, between the bridges on 
Main street and Waterfield road. 

In recognition of his outstanding 
service to the Park Department and 
the town, the park development in 
the Highlands district near the 
Winn watch-hand factory, complet- 
ed in the summer of 1950, was 
named Davidson Park in his honor. 

In addition to his elective offices 
he served in 1919 as a member of 
the towm’s Welcome Home Com- 
mittee for the Winchester boys and 
girls returning to town from service 
in World War I.

ENLARGED CONVERSE HARKET 

Elsewhere in this issue appears 
the advertisement of the Converse 
Market, announcing the grand 
opening of their recently enlarged 
and improved quarters on Mt. Ver- 
non street.

MEMBERS' SHOW ON VIEW 


The president of the Winchester 
Art Association, Mr. William 
Mason, opened the members’ show 
with some general comment on the 
size and character of the exhibition, 
commending its quality but regret- 
fully pointing out the lack of 
variety and of the evidence of any 
influence of contemporary thought 
and painting method.

considerable insight the reasons 
for painting, the need for creative 
expression being paramount among 
them, and the reasons why people 
paint as they do instead of as they 
wish they did. The desire for 
creation needs to be accompanied 
by taste, he said, which is “the 
power to recognize beauty, order, 
congruity, whatever is excellence”. 
Obviously, unless the painter is 
guided by his own taste to make 
his own expression, he creates 
nothing except a weak copy. Mr. 
Fransioli warned against being an 
imitator or a “perpetual student” 
of someone else’s work or style. 

In the course of this discussion, 
various paintings in the show re- 
ceived some comment. The speaker 
pointed out a seascape painted by 
Mr. Lester C. Gustin, saying that 
for emotional content and impact 
it was the best in the show. He 
contrasted the effect of a somewhat 
static but beautifully painted land- 
scape by Mrs. J. Van Vloten which 
was defended by members of the 
audience. It is of interest that Mr. 
Gustin’s painting was selected from 
his work by Mrs. S. K. Tully at his 
request in his unexpected absence 
from the city. 

A portrait, “Claire”, by Dorothy 
M. Reynolds also received especial 
notice for its successful presenta- 
tion of the Subject and her char- 
acter. This was done in the course 
of making the point that a painter 
must respect his subject and under- 
stand it and that he must spend as 
nyjch time and contemplation as 
necessary to get the picture on the 
canvass in the right way. 

Mr. Fransioli urged an open- 
minded approach to such “modem” 
techniques as abstract painting, in- 
dicating that it deserved the same 
tolerance accorded to TV and other 
developing mediums. Mr. Fran- 
sioli’s talk was received with well 
deserved interest and attention and 
due credit for Mrs. Samuel B. Kirk- 
wood, chairman of Hxhibition and 
Speakers.

CRAWFORD HEADS 
HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

Mr. Frank E. Crawford was 
elected president of the Winchester 
Historical Society at the annual 
meeting held Saturday afternoon, 
April 3, in the Art Gallery of the 
Winchester Public Library, with 
Mr. Charles Gallagher, first vice- 
president; Mrs. Marshall W. Sym- 
mes, second vice-president; Mrs. 
John B. Wills, secretary; Miss 
Laura B. Tolman, treasurer; Miss 
Jean MacLcllan, curator. 

Directors for 1954-55 include 
Miss Louise Bancroft, Mrs. Arthur 
Bciville, Miss Persis Richardson, 
Mr. James Nowell, Mr. Leon Sar- 
gent, Mr. Roland Simonds, Mr. Vin- 
cent Ambrose, Miss Clara R. Rus- 
sell, and Mr. Marshall W. Syrnmes. 
The slate of officers was submitted 
by the nominating committee, Mrs. 
T. T. Greenwood, chairman, Mrs. 
Rony Snyder, Miss Eleanor Ban- 
croft. 

Miss Clara Russell, who has ably 
served the Historical Society for 
many years and who has been ac- 
tive as the president for the past 
two years, presided at the meeting. 
Annual reports were read by the 
secretary, Mrs. George E. Connor, 
and the treasurer. Miss Laura Tol- 
man. Miss Louise Bancroft re- 
ported on the Bay State Historical 
League meetings, and the Society 
voted to send a check to the Win- 
chester Scholarship Foundation. 

After the speaker of the after- 
noon was introduced, Mrs. Henry 
B. Brainnrd asked Miss Tolman to 
tell something of early street ear 
days right here in Winchester. 
Briefly, with great wit and vivid 
word pictures, Miss Tolman told 
how in 18(ifi, the first street car 
came to Winchester from Woburn, 
and was extended to Syrnmes Cor- 
ner. The cars ran once an hour. 
A number of citizens protested the 
laying of street car tracks, claim- 
ing the cars would bring in “unde- 
sirable visitors”, hut the project 
went through, and later was ex- 
tended to the Medford line. That 
meant a person could go from Win- 
chester to Boston, by street car, 
“provided time was no object!” 

Ten years later the line was elec- 
trified, and in 1890. the street car 
line was built to Stoneham, then 
along Church street to Arlington. 
How many still remember when the 
tracks were not allowed to cross the 
railroad, and passengers going 
from Stoneham to Arlington had to 
get out of the cars, and cross the 
tracks to the other line! Miss Tol- 
man recalled the old Mystic Valley 
Trolley Association, whose mem- 
bers were some of Winchester’s 
distinguished citizens and business 
men, and who made several noted 
trips by trolley. 

Her interesting commentary on 
Winchester street car days was 
followed by Mr. Brainerd’s lecture 
on “Old Street Car Days”, accom- 
panied by a good many choice color- 
ed slides of early cars. In these 
slides, the most unusual was that 
of the funeral street car in Chicago, 
and the early Yale excursion cars in 
New Haven. 

Mr. Brainerd traced the rise and 
fall of the street car, from its be- 
ginning in 1832, the rise of the 
horse car, electric power in the 
1900’s, and the cross country trol- 
ley lines before World War I. The 
cars shown in his slides are in the 
Seashore Electric Railway Museum 
in Kennebunkport, Maine — a mu- 
seum which he helped found and 
which is dear to his heart. The 
museum has over 200 members to- 
day, owns over 20 cars, and is a 
unique society in American his- 
torical groups. 

His lecture was of special interest 
to the large audience which includ- 
ed many gentlemen, who listened 
with keen memory to his stories of 
the early street car days. 


FIRE AT WEST SIDE HOME 

A fire that started in the base- 
ment did considerable damage to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Percival 
A. Smith Monday morning. The 
house wns unoccupied at the time, 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith being in Florida 
and the members of the family at 
home, a married son and his wife, 
and a younger son, a student in 
high school, having left some time 
before the fire was discovered. 

A neighbor discovered smoke is- 
suing from the windows of the 
Smith home and called the tele- 
phone exchange, an operator noti- 
fying the Central Fire Station at 
10:34. 

Box 58 was sounded from the 
Station and not long after the first 
apparatus arrived at the scene of 
the fire a second alarm was sounded 
at 10:43. Arlington sent its aerial 
ladder to the fire on the second 
alarm and Woburn sent an engine 
to cover in at the Central Station. 

Meanwhile the firemen were hav- 
ing a hot fight with the fire inside 
the Smith house, which is of brick 
construction. The fire started in 
the basement, and is believed to 
have been caused by oil from a leak 
in a storage tank working across 
the basement floor and being ignit- 
ed by the heater pilot light. 

The cellar was badly gutted and 
virtually everything in it was 
destroyed. The flames ate up into 
the dining room causing most of 
the floor of that room to fall into 
the basement and the stairs leading 
from the basement to the kitchen 
were also burned. Smoke and soot 
damage was reported all over the 
house. 

Many firemen from departments 
hereabouts were present at the fire 
and all felt that the Winchester De- 
partment and its Arlington helpers 
made an excellent stop. The fact 
that the kitchen clock wns stopped 
at 11 minutes past nine seems proof 
enough that the fire had been in 
progress for some time before it 
was discovered.

That way is by adding a fluoride to 
common salt. 

Salt is now readily available con- 
taining iodine as a preventive of 
goitre or enlarged thyroid. It has 
been highly useful. Yet anyone 
also can buy salt without iodine. 

In exactly the same way fluorine 
can also he made available to the 
great numbers who want it, without 
in the least intruding on the free 
choice of the rejecting minority. 

Let’s have it that way.

Town Treasurer F:. Abbot Brad- 
lee awarded town school bonds in 
the amount of $165,000.00 to the 
low bidder, the Winchester Trust 
Company, at the opening of the bids 
Wednesday, April 7, at 11 a. m. at 
the National Shawmut Bank of 
Boston. 

The bond issue was authorized 
nt the March town meeting to build 
and equip a six-room addition to 
the Parkhurst School. Briefly, the 
bonds are payable May 1, $10,000 
in each yeur 1955 to 1967 inclusive, 
and $5,000 in each year 1968 to 1974 
inclusive. Subsequently Town 
Treasurer Bradlee, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, adver- 
tised for bids. 

At the National Shawmut Bank 
on Wednesday Mr. Bradlee opened 
the bids in the presence of bank of- 
ficials, Selectmen Charles T. Main, 
II, William C. Cusack and George 
Redding, Vincent C. Ambrose, 
treasurer of the Winchester Trust 
Company, and Joseph Butler, chair- 
man of the Parkhurst School Addi- 
tion Building Committee. The low 
bid was 1.70. 

The Winchester Trust Company 
was second low bidder in December 
when school bonds in the amount of 
$1,790,000 were awarded to a syndi- 
cate of Boston Financial Houses.

Admission of Alaska and Hawaii 
to the Union as states would in- 
crease the country’s size hy one- 
fifth, boost its population by 600,- 
000 persons and add two more stars 
to its flag. 

The issue of statehood for the 
two outlying territories is now be- 
ing considered in Congress. Some 
leaders wish to admit Hawaii first, 
then take up Alaska separately. 
Others want to tie their entry to- 
gether in a single bill. Normally 
Hawaii votes Republican, Alaska 
Democratic. 

In the past states have been ad- 
mitted singly, in pairs and even in 
larger groups, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Missouri Compromise 
The first state added after for- 
mation of the Nation was Vermont 
in 1791. It was followed by Ken- 
tucky more than a year later, and 
by Tennessee in 1796. From then 
until 1812 when Louisiana came in, 
only one state entered — Ohio in 
1803. 

One of the most troublesome 
problems arose over Maine and 
Missouri. During the James Mon- 
roe administration the sparks of 
sectional conflict had already been 
kindled. Maine, an anti-slave state t 
was knocking at the door, but 
Southerners conditioned its entry 
on approval of Missouri’s statehood 
aspirations. Missouri was con- 
sidered safely pro-slavery. 

The result was the famous Mis- 
souri Compromise of 1820. Maine 
was admitted on March 15, 1820, 
and Missouri a little more than a 
year later. 

The greatest group entry occur- 
red within nine days. Between No- 
vember 2 and 11, 1889, North and 
South Dakota, Montana and Wash- 
ington took their place in the 
Union. New Mexico and Arizona 
were the latest admissions, both in 
1912. 

Alaska and Hawaii would add 
distinctive features to the Nation. 
Alaska is 500 miles northwest of 
present United States boundaries, 
Hawaii 2,400 miles southwest. 
Alaska, more than twice the size 
of Texas, would become the biggest 
state with 586,378 square miles; 
Hawaii, 6,435 square miles, one of 
the four smallest — after Rhode 
Island, Delaware and Connecticut. 
Lurgest Peninsula 
Alaska has a population of 182,- 
000 (1952, including servicemen). 
The largest peninsula of North 
America, it has the continent's tall- 
est mountain, Mt. McKinley, 20,269 
feet. It boasts the largest meat-eat- 
ing land animal, the great brown 
bear. Its vast expanse of moun- 
tains, forests, tundru, and coastal 
waters possesses myriad riches: 
moose, caribou, muskoxen, elk, 
polar and grizzly bear, seals, sea 
otters, salmon, gold, platinum, anti- 
mony and fur. 

The attractions of semitropical 
Hawaii stand in sharp contrast to 
those of the subarctic peninsula. 
Like Aluska, it displays some of 
the world’s most spectacular scen- 
ery. Unlike Alaska, it is blessed 
with one of the most welcome of 
luxuries, a fair climate. 

More thun the scenic beauty, the 
gentle breezes and balmy skies 
have lured Hawaii’s many thou- 
sands of admirers. Scare ly a day 
passes without sunshine, and tem- 
peratures in Honolulu range from 
52 to 90 degrees. Destructive 
winds, floods and storms are rare. 

As an industry tourism is exceed- 
ed only by sugar and pineapple 
production. 


Conference under way at Caracas, 
Venezuela, the National Geogra- 
phic Society has just issued a new 
map on the West Indies, covering 
all the islands, southern Florida, 
and shore fronts of Latin American 
countries bordering the Caribbean 
Sen. 

Caracas, a few miles in from the 
sea, stands out prominently as a 
hemisphere central point reached 
by land or water. 

The Geographic mnp is being dis- 
tributed to the Society’s 2,150,000 
member families as a supplement to 
the March number of their National 
Geographic Magazine. It is printed 
in ten colors, is 37 Mt by 29 inches, 
and was drawn on a larger scale 
(55.24 miles to the inch) than any 
other chart of the area previously 
published by the Society. 

Shown on the supplement are 30 
insets of major islands, important 
cities, the Florida keys, and the 
Panama Canal Zone. The Bermuda 
islands, though north of the region 
detailed, also rate an inset. 

Nautical Data Given 
The map gives nautical data of 
interest to the yachting skipper 
of a once-in-a-lifetime pleasure 
cruise or the regular navigator of 
banana boat or oil tanker. Prevail- 
ing winds, ocean currents, and 
depth contours are charted. Some 
1,700 soundings are recorded, in- 
cluding the 30,180-foot Milwaukee 
Depth northwest of Puerto Rico. 

Where the Straits of Florida sep- 
arate the southernmost U. S. state 
from the 700-mile-long island of 
Cuba, a few printed paragraphs 
from a cartographer’s notebook tell 
the story of the origin of the Gulf 
Stream. 

Nearly every prominent piece of 
land in this sailor’s world of the 
Caribbean was either visited or 
sighted by Columbus after his first 
landfall of discovery at San Sal- 
vador in the Bahama Islands. 

Place names such as Bluebeard’s 
Castle and Dead Man’s Chest recall 
the days of treasure hunts and 
pirate nests. Others go back to 
the early sea battles fought by 
British, French, Spanish and Dutch 
for control of these islands that 
were originally called the “Indies’ 
because of their confusion with the 
long-sought Far East Indies. 

Three Island Republics 
Today, though Spanish place 
names are common and Spanish cul- 
ture colors much of life, Spain has 
not a single Caribbean possession. 

The two largest islands hold 
three independent nations, Cuba, 
Haiti and the Dominican Republic 
—the latter two in joint occupation 
of Hispaniola. 

Most of the other Caribbean is- 
lands belong to Great Britain, 
France, the Netherlands, and the 
United States. Puerto Rico has 
special status. Under its new con 
stitution, approved in 1952 by the 
United States Congress and the 
overwhelming majority of the 
Puerto Rican people, it is a free 
onimonwealth associated with the 
United States. 

In the aggregate, the hundreds of 
West Indies islands (thousands of 
the islets are counted) form a con 
tinuous chain dividing the Carib- 
bean Sea from the open Atlantic. 
Within this arc that sweeps from 


South America. To the west stretch 
Mexico and the Central American 
countries, with the Panama Canal 
guarding the approaches from the 
Pacific. 


CANCER STILL INCREASING 


The annual death rate from can- 
cer in the U. S. since 1900 has in- 
creased from 64 to 145 per hundred 
thousand population. The American 
Cancer Society attributes this in- 
crease mostly to a longer potential 
life span which results in larger 
population in the older age bracket 
where cancer is most prevalent. 


Scientists have discovered more 
than 300 chemicals that will dam- 
age cancer cells, the American Can- 
cer Society disclosed. Further tests 
will he made to learn if any of these 
might be developed as a useful can- 
cer treatment. 


GROW CANCER IN MICE 

Scientists are now able to trims 
plant some types of human cancer 
into small laboratory animals, mice 
or guinea pigs, the American Cun- 
ccr Society suys. This provides an 
Important avenue for cancer experi- 
ments to test new chemicals and 
study how cancer starts. 

The American Cancer Society de 
lines cancer as un uncontrolled 
growth of cells which, if not check- 
ed, will result in death.

HOLY WEEK SERVICES 


Those people of Winchester who 
will not have services in their own 
Church on (Jood Friday evening, 
are cordially invited to worship 
with the Parish of the Epiphany at 
7:45 p. m. This will be a regular 
evening prayer service, conducted 
by the Rector, with special medi- 
tations for Good Friday. The 
Service will be somewhat shorten- 
ed, so that the combined choirs of 
the Epiphany a n d Methodist 
Churches may present the very 
beautiful “Deutches Requiem” by 
Johannes Brahms in its entirety. 

The chorus of approximately 45 
voices will be under the direction 
of Arnold Johnstad of Oslo, Nor- 
way, who with his wife Karen, has 
been directing the music of the 
Crawford Memorial Methodist 
Church this year. Mr. Johnstad 
is very familiar with this choral 
masterpiece, having conducted it in 
his homeland. 

It is fitting to note that the Re- 
quiem was first performed in its 
entirety just 80 years ago on Good 
Friday evening with the 35 year 
old Brahms himself conducting in 
St. Peters Cathedral in Bremen, 
Germany. 

Written under the influence of 
the death of both his mother and 
dear friend, Robert Schumann, it is 
not considered a Catholic Mass for 
the dead, but rather a fundament- 
ally Protestant one. Although its 
words are entirely unsectarian, it 
departs from the well known form 
in five movements of the Roman 
Mass for the dead, chiefly because it 
places less emphasis on the “days 
of wrath” and warnings of pur- 
gatory. It professes a great con- 
soling faith in blissful resurrection 
and reunion through the atoning 
death of Jesus Christ. The Re- 
quiem is the most widely known 
composition o r Mass type since 
Beethoven, and stands in the front 
rank of the great masterpieces of 
Protestant church music with an 
appeal to all creeds. 

At the organ will be Karen 
Johnstad, young and talented mu- 
sician and wife of the conductor, 
who has been giving Winchester 
music lovers attending the Method- 
ist Church on Sunday mornings, the 
finest in organ music. She was 
recently heard over the E. Power 
Biggs Sunday morning radio pro- 
gram from the Germanic Museum 
at Harvard. 

The bass solos will be performed 
by Enos Held, organist and choir- 
master of the Church of the Epi- 
phany. Many will be delighted to 
hear Mr. Held’s fine bass voice for 
the first time. 

The soprano solo in the 5th move- 
ment will be sung by Miss Gloria 
Strickland of Swampscott, regular 
soloist at the Methodist Church. 
This section is the heart and soul 
of the Requiem.

Women predominate in her stories 
and most of her American books 
were on social life. She was an 
outstanding poet and the first wo- 
man to receive her Doctorate of 
Literature as well as two Pulitzer 
prizes. Many of her books were 
mentioned and quotations read 
from some as well as some of her 
poems.

Mrs. Thomas Hennessey, mem- 
bership chairman, described briefly 
the type of membership which the 
League strives to attain, as a cross- 
section politically, geographically, 
economically, and religiously of 
the women of the town.

Henry E. Worcester, 111 Church j 
street, a well known resident of i 
Winchester and widely known in 
business circles as vice president of 
the United Fruit Company in 
charge of the Revere Sugar Refin- 
ery in Charlestown, died suddenly 
Friday, April 9, at the Southward 
Inn in Orleans.

Though an excellent bnseball 
man and invaluable ns n footbnll 
assistant, it is in the field of has- . 
kethall that Mr. Bartlett has had | 
liis greatest success. Without doubt 
he is one of the most cnpahle coach- 
es hereabouts, and though his court 
record is quite fresh in everyone’s 
mind, even close followers of the 
sport here will he surprised to learn 
that since the war his teams have 
won 133 games and lost only 27 in 8 
years, for a winning average of 83 
per cent. During the past four 
years when his teams have made 
the Kastorn Massachusetts tourna- 
ment at the Boston Garden he has 
won 88 and lost 12 games. 

Twice in these four years he won 
the Kastern Mass. B title, once the 
New England title, and last year 
his team was a semi-finalist in 
state play. Incidentally Winchester 
has the best won and lost percent, 
age of any team in state tourna- 
ment play at the Garden, having 
won eight of its ten games played 
there. 

During the five years Mr. Bart- 
lett coached baseball at the high 
school his team won the Middlesex 
-.eague championship in 1949 and 
got as far us the semi-finals in the 
state tournament at Fenway Park 
that year. 

When he became baseball coach 
at the high school Mr. Bartlett in- 
stituted Junior Legion baseball in 
Winchester with the assistance of 
Ralph Bonnell. His Junior Legion 
team won its district and county 
championships in 1951 and went on 
to the semi-finals of state play be- 
fore losing to Worcester. 

One of those pioneering in intro- 
ducing Little League Baseball in 
Winchester, Mr. Bartlett has been 
president of the League in town 
for the past two seasons and is 
serving this year in a similar capa- 
city. He handled the town basket- 
ball league for three years, coached 
the semi.pro Sachems basketball 
team for three years, revived the 
town softball league and instituted 
high school freshman and junior 
high school basketball and base- 
ball. 

During the eight years Mr. Bart- 
lett has served as playground su- 
pervisor the town fields have in- 
creased from two to four and the 
programs have been enlarged and 
enriched. 

Aside from sports, Mr. Bartlett 
has been a director of Winchester 
Post, 97, American Legion; a dea- 
con of the First Congregational 
Church; a member of the Winches- 
ter Military Manpower Committee; 
and served as marshal of tin* mili- 
tary division at the town’s Centen- 
nial Celebration. He also presided 
at the Sheets for Hemroulle, Bel- 
gium, mass meeting at the high 
school several years ago and filled 
a similar role at the meeting that 
accepted the gift of oil paintings 
from Hemroulle in return for the 
sheets sent the Belgian village.

son'll contribution to Winchester’s 
community life.

Editor of the Star: 

Following is an Open Letter to 
the School Committee: 

The law says that at a certain age 
all children shall he educated — not 
all children may be educated. The 
mentally retarded is, first of all, a 
child, and thus entitled to the same 
consideration as every other child. 
Secondly, he is a handicapped child, 
and is entitled with all handicapped 
children to every aid we can give 
him to function within his handicap 
and to develop to the maximum 
capacity. 

There is no way of providing free 
public education for all children ex- 
cept by providing it for every in- 
dividual child in accordance with 
his needs and his capacities, both 
physical and mental. To attempt 
to educate a blind child by giving 
him a printed book to read would 
he folly; to expect a deaf child to i 
hear instructions given in an or- 
dinary classroom would be un- 
reasonable. Likewise, to expect a 
seriously retarded or slow-learning 
child to grasp principles or appre- 
ciate experiences that a gifted child 
of the same age would understand 
and enjoy would only contribute to 
his hopeless feeling of confusion 
and despair. 

The child whose rate of mental 
development has been retarded re- 
quires and may he expected to bene- 
fit from special education facilities 
designed to make him economically 
useful and socially adjusted. In 
the ordinary classroom this edu- 
cahle retarded child cannot compete 


tion does not have to he provided 
unless the child fails to ho promoted 
three time. A number of towns 
have evaded their legal and moral 
responsibility by making certain 
that no child is allowed to fail three 
times. 

It has been the extra costs entail- 
ed in special education which dis- 
courages many communities from 
fulfilling their duty to provide an 
adequate program for the mentally 
retarded. Regardless of the cost, it 
may he cheaper to provide educa- 
tion for these children so that they 
an live in a community than to 
have to support them in an institu- 
tion or on welfare for the rest of 
their lives. These children cannot 
get jobs unless they are trained for 
them; they are the ones who, while 
not delinquent, ran he led into had 
ways and end up in penal institu- 
tions; they are the ones sent to 
state schools because the commu- 
nity is not aide or willing to give 
them the chance in schools to make 
something of themselves. 

Recognizing that any adequate 
specialized program is a costly un- 
dertaking. state legislation has been 
filed which would grant state aid 
on one half the cost of transport- 
ing and instructing in special class- 
es the educnhle and trainable men- 
tally retarded children. At a State 
House hearing on February 23, 
1954, the proposed act was endorsed 
by leading educators and profes- 
sional groups. Every legislator on 
the bill was recorded in favor. On 
March 8, 1054 the act was passed 
by unanimous vote by the Commit- 
tee on Public Welfare. 

House Bill 2543 Appendix A would 
dso create a division of special 
education for the handicapped with- 
in the Department of Education. 
The qualification in the present law 
“three or more years retarded” is 
eliminated and the minimum num- 
ber of children requisite for a class 
is reduced from ten to five. The 
trainable group, previously exclud 
ed by regulation, will he included 
among those children eligible for 
public school education. 

Winchester is indeed fortunate in 
having classroom space now avail 
able to start special class instruc- 
tion for handicapped children. Two 
rooms in the Noonan School which 
are now unused will serve to get us 
going on a program of education for 
all children in accordance with their 
needs and physical and mental 
capacities. 

A new state law would not let us 
again escape our community re- 
sponsibility. Our School Commit- 
tee must take immediate steps to 
prevent further injustice to the re- 
tarded children, to their parents, 
and to the community. First of all, 
sufficient present and anticipated 
unsued classroom space in the 
Noonan, Lincoln, and Parkhurst 
Schools should he reserved for a 
well planned program of special 
classes using trained teachers, 
proper equipment, and intelligent 
supervision. 

However costly such a program 
for the retarded child may he, it is 
still cheaper than placing him in an 
institution!

FLUORIDATION 


NEUTRAL APPROACH 
NEEDED 


Editor of the Star: 

Your editorial of April 9th was 
naturally of great interest to those 
of us who are advocating fluorida- 
tion.

Dentists Deny Fluoride Salt 

To the Editor of the Herald: 

Your editorial, “Freedom to 
Fluoride,” states: “There is a per- 
fectly simple, practical and proved 
way to provide fluoride for those 
who want it without 4 forcing it on 
anyone. That way is by adding a 
fluoride to common salt.” 

To our knowledge there is no 
evidence that it is either simple or 
practical, let alone proved. In fact 
there have yet been no studies as 
to what fluorine compound could 
best be added to salt, what level to 
use, whether the fluoride under 
such conditions would remain 
stable, and whether the procedure 
would actually reduce decay. Salt 
consumption varies greatly and to 
an unknown degree, especially in 
babies and very young children. It 
would take a decade or more of ex- 
pensive research to discover 
whether fluoride added to salt or 
any other solid vehicle is effective 
and practical. The several decades 
of research on fluoride in public 
water supplies bus been adequate. 
It is an established fact that water 
fluoridation is the most effective 
way known today to reduce dental 
decay on a large scale, that it pre- 
sents no health hazard in the 
amounts used, 1 part per million, 
and that it is by far the least ex- 
pensive way of preventing tooth 
decay. 

Why deny the public the advan- 
tage of this significant public health 
advance by waiting to see if salt 
or some other substance is a better 
carrier for fluoride? Why not take 
advantage of what we do know is 
the best caries preventive method 
on a large scale known today, fluor- 
idation of communal water supplies 
at 1 part per million ?

become less dependent on others by 
developing initiative and accepting 
some responsibility. 

At present the trainable mentally 
retarded are excluded from public 
schools under a regulation of the 
State Board of Education. Mass- 
achusetts law does require educa- 
tion for the educahle group in 
special classes where ten or more 
such children who are three or more 
years retarded are found. How- 
ever, government cannot legislate 
interest or sensitivity into a pro- 
gram. Demand for these qualities 
must come from the community — 
from the parents concerned, from 
the educators, and from the public. 

In Winchester our record of com- 
pliance with the spirit of the state 
law is not above reproach. In 1931, 
when our school population was 
only 80 per cent of what it is to- 
day, our town had three special 
classes W'ith 48 pupils. The special 
class enrollment reached a peak of 
65 in 1933. Today, however, there 
are no special classes in the Win- 
chester schools. By contrast the 
residents of Newton can point with 
pride to the success of their ex- 
panding system of eight special 
classes. 

The failure of Winchester to have 
special classes is not because there 
are fewei than ten children sufli 
ciently retarded to warrant highly 
specialized help. A special com- 
mission of our General Court in 
1953 investigated training facilities 


The title is “Fluoridation Facts, 
Answers to Criticisms of Fluorida- 
tion.” On page six, criticism num- 
ber 17 is stated “One could just as 
well add fluoride to table salt, milk, 
bread or some other food stuff.” 
The answer given by the Amer- 
ican Dental Association is as fol- 
lows, “Fuoride is a natural consti- 
tuent of many water supplies. The 
discovery that fluoride ingested in 
proper amounts reduced tooth decay 
was the result of work in towns 
where the supplies contained fluor- 
ides naturally. Water, therefore, is 
a natural medium for caries con- 
trol. It is impractical to add fluor- 
ide to table salt because it is not 
uniformly consumed and because 
the list* of salt with a common 
flouride content would he hazardous 
in view of the widely varying 
natural fluoride* content of the 
water supplies. The consumption j 
of food items, such as milk and 
bread, varies considerably among 
individuals; however, the intake of 
water, though it may he irregular, 
is less variable than any other 
single item in human nutrition. 

There are also practical difficul- 
ties that would hamper the “fluori- 
I dation” of items, such as milk, 

| bread, and suit. For example, con- 
trol testing would be difficult and 
responsibility would be divided.

On Good Friday, called “good” 
because on that day Christ died for 
us and so redeemed us, the Mass of 
the pre-sanctified is said. There is 
no consecration at this Mass. In- 
stead, the Host placed in the Repos- 
itory is brought back to the altar 
and consumed. The fact that this 
Host was consecrated previously or 
“presanctified” gives the name 
“Mass of the Presanctified”. Ven- 
eration of the cross takes place 
after Mass. At 3 in the afternoon, 

Stations of the Cross will be said. 

In the evening at 7:46, a short set 
of Stations will be read and the 
traditional Good Friday sermon 
will be given, with veneration of 
the cross following. 

Holy Saturday services also begin 
at 7. The blessing of the new fire 
and the blessing of baptismal water 
which iB for use throughout the 
year are features of Holy Saturday. 

High Mass follows with the organ 
and choir singing the Gloria, the 
first time they have been heard 
since the Gloria of Holy Thursday. 

The Marian Choristers under the 
direction of Sister Lelia, with Mrs. 

Marie Ryan at the organ, will be 
responsible for the music these 
three days.

ROYAL BARRY WILLS 


WILLS NEW INSTITUTE FELLOW 


DISTINGUISHED ARCHITECT 
RESIDENT OF WINCHESTER 


At n recent meeting of the Jury 
of Fellows, Royal Barry Wills of 5 
Wood Lane was selected for ad- 
vancement to fellowship and mem- 
bership in the College of Fellows 
of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects for achievement in design. 
He was one of three architects se- 
lected from Massachusetts for this 
honor. 

Mr. Wills has been well known 
for many years for his house de- 
signs and it is in this field that 
the honor is to be conveyed at the 
convention of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects in June. 

Mr. Wills has designed nearly 
2,000 houses throughout the United 
States, Canada nnd the Tropics. 
Over the years he has done quite a 
number of houses in Winchester. 

He has written six books on or 
about houses and architecture and 
is planning a new one for publica- 
tion next fall. 

He has been an extensive contri- 
butor to magazines, including: 
House Beautiful, House and Gar- 
den, Ladies Home Journal, Life, 
Architectural Forum, Architectural 
Record, The Architectural Review 
of London, and other foreign maga- 
zines. 

Mr. Wills has been the recipient 
of many awards, including the Gold 
Medal presented by the president 
at the White House. He was reci- 
pient of a Certificate of Honor by 
the Massachusetts State Associa- 
tion of Architects in 1949, of which 
only a few awards have been given 
over the years. 

A native of Melrose and a grad- 
uate of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, class of 1918, Mr. Wills

HOLDUP ATTEMPT AT BEGGS 

CHANGE OK IMtOCEDUKE 
FOILED KOIIHEUS 

A paymaster’s change of plans 
foiled four would-be holdup men 
last Friday forenoon at the Beggs 
& Cobb Tannery on Swanton street 
and saved a payroll of approximate- 
ly $38,000. Had the official entered 
the plant by his usual route he 
would hnve been held up at gun- 
point and in all probability the rob- 
bery would have been successfully 
accomplished. 

According to the story told the 
police the Beggs & Cobb payroll is 
brought to the plant by the Covert 
Armored Car Service of Lynn. The 
three armed guards of the company 
have usually split up and delivered 
the payroll to the three different 
shops of the plant. 

Last Friday two plant workmen, 
Peter Paieopoulous of 33 Spruce 
street, and James Montague, 889 
Main street, Wilmington, were at 
work in the subcellar of the tan- 
nery, operating milling machines, 
when shortly before 10:30 four men, 
one wearing a black hood entered 
the cellar and held up the men with 
guns. * 

Immediately afterward two 
workmen came down on an elevator 
with leather to he milled They 
were Francis DeMange, 90 Frank- 
lin street, Stoneham, and John 
Danizio, 7 Greenwood avenue, Wo- 
burn, and they were also held up. 
One of the workmen, Montague, 
thought the holdup was a gag and 
was about to play a small garden 
hose used to water the mills on the 
hooded man, when the latter struck 
him with his fist and Montague 
and his three companions were 
herded by the four holdup men into 
a small space between the two 
mills. There they were ordered to 
face a wall and were bound at 
wrists and knees with picture wire 
and gagged with adhesive tape.

MORSE HONORED 


TRAFFIC DEMONSTRATION 
IN SCHOOLS 

The Honorable Rudojph F. King, 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, an- 
nounced today that a series of visu- 
al demonstrations in traffic safety 
education, known as the “Safety 
Magic" Show, will be given in ten 
junior high schools In eastern 
Massachusetts during the week of 
April 26th as a special program of 
the Safety Education Division of 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

The “Safety Magic" Show is on 
a national tour of high schools in 
thirty states. Its presentation here 
is made possible by the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, which is co-spon- 
soring the program with the Mass. 
Motor Truck Association. 

Registrar King explained that the 
show highlights the rules of good 
highway safety behavior and il- 
lustrates many of them through en- 
tertaining tricks and clever illu- 
sions, performed by its creator, 
Sgt. Carl S. Pike, an experienced 
traffic safety officer and a professor 
of magic. Sgt. Pike is on leave 
from the Kent County Sheriff's De- 
partment, Grand Rapids, Michigan. 
The American Trucking Associa- 
tion, Inc., is underwriting this high- 
way safety tour. 

Superintendents and principals 
of the ten junior high schools have 
arranged special assemblies for the 
"Safety Magic" Show. 

Each school is in a community 
where exceptional efforts to reduce 
highway accidents are in progress. 

In addition to a performance to be 
given in Belmont, known as the 
safest community in the nation in 
its population group, Sgt. Pike will 
appear in Beverly, Lynn, Chelsea, 
Everett, Somerville, Needham, Na- 
tick, New Bedford and Fall River 
junior high schools. 

“The ‘Safety Magic’ Show has 
received the enthusiastic endorse- 
ment of school officials, students, 
police, highway and civic organiza- 
tions wherever it has appeared," 
said Registrar King. “We are for- 
tunate to he able to have it in 
Massachusetts and I know that we 
can depend upon the 10,000 juniors, 
who will see it during its limited 
itinerary here, to continue doing 
their part to reduce the death and 
injury toll of traffic accidents."

The announcement in last week’s 
Star that Mr. Bartlett, administra- 
tive assistant to the Principal of 
the High School at the Wadleigh 
Building and coach of Winchester 
High School’s championship basket- 
ball teams of recent years, and Mr. 
Folmct, director of music in the 
Winchester Schools and coach of the 
high school’s outstanding band, are 
leaving town for positions in Mont- 
gomery County, Md., has occasioned 
not only universal regret, but also 
n«>t a little real indignation. Much 
of the indignation is voiced in con- 
nection with Mr. Bartlett’s resigna- 
tion, primarily because his twenty 
years service and exceptionally wide 
participation in civic and athletic 
activities have made him better 
known by more people. Make n<> 
mistake about it, Mr. Felmet will 
not he easy to replace. He has 
built soundly and effectively from 
the grades up and his work with 
the high sshool hand has been out- 
standing. A thorough musician, a 
painstaking teacher and an effec- 
tive disciplinarian, he has done a 
great job all around. However, Mr. 
Felmet came to Winchester with Dr. 
Norris whom he rejoins in Mont- 
gomery County, and he is a South- 
erner. His new post will be much 
nearer home for him. Your aver- 1 
age commenter on his leaving Win- 1 
Chester seems not so shocked as in 
the case of Mr. Bartlett. Perhaps 
Winchestei has been taking the 
latter too much for granted! After 
20 years and the many town activ- 
ities in which he has played a lead- 
ing part, a lot of us have come to 
think of “Bart” as a Winchester 
fixture, a real asset that both the 
school system and town have been 
fortunate to have. There were 
those of course who wondered when 
his coaching program was curtailed 
by the School Committee and he 
went into administration at the 
Wadleigh Building if that wasn’t 
the first step on the way out of 
Winchester. Every other teacher 
who had served in the capacity of 
administrative assistant at the 
Wadleigh had gone on to a better 
job elsewhere and no one would 
rate the Bartlett capabilities and 
potential below those of his pre- 
decessors there. Most of the town 
however adopted an ostrich-like at- 
titude on “Bart”, thinking, perhaps, 
because of versatility and outstand- 
ing service the town would never 
let him get away! This in large 
measure explains the deep regret 
and in many eases outright con- 
sternation prevalent when the news 
broke last week that Mr. Bartlett 
is actually leaving. The Star has 
been besieged by telephone calls 
and visitors, all expressing sorrow 
over the Bartlett leaving and gen- 
erally asking what effort the School 
Committee had made to keep him in 


Winchester. The answer to that 
has to ho none! The School Com- 
mittee, either as individuals or as 
; a committee did not talk to Mr. 
Bartlett in an effort to learn 
whether it would he necessary to 
meet the exact terms of his offer 
from Bethesda to keep him in Win- 
chestei. This statement is made 
on the admission of a member of ! 
the School Committee to the Star 
and confirmed by Superintendent! 
Gilson. The Committee had ample! 
opportunity in which to confer with ! 
Mr. Bartlett in the time between 
their learning of his proposed leav- 
ing and his final decision. They 
chose only to act through the 
Superintendent in accordance with 
strict School Committee etiquette. 
Their failure to have their valued 
teacher in for a conference and 
possible getting together has not 
pleased a lot of people, who would 
like to feel that no stone had been 
left unturned in an honest effort to 
keep Mr. Bartlett in Winchester. 
The School Committee's thinking, 
according to the member with whom 
"'(• talked, was that the Committee 
felt the town could not meet the 
pay increase offered Mr. Bartlett 
by Montgomery County, that they 
should not attempt to bargain with 
touchers, that they should not stand 
in the way of Mr. Bartlett’s ad- 
vancement, that they should not 
adopt in his ease an attitude that 
might be held discriminatory 
toward other members of the staff, 
and that a conference would he 
useless. Mr. Gilson in a talk with' 
the Star confirmed this reasoning 
and said that he felt after talk- ; 
ing with Mr. Bartlett that there 
was little chance to hold him in 
Winchester; first, because of the 
great advance in pay offered 
in the south, and second, he- ; 
cause in Bethesda Mr. Bartlett 
would have the chance to administer 
a school, a chance for which he 
expressed a strong desire and j 
which he could not have here, at i 
least immediately. Mr. Gilson was I 
willing to go further and accept a 
major part of the blame for the 
School Committee’s feeling it was 
of no use to talk to Mr. Bartlett, 
mid though we respect him the more 
for his forthrightness we just can 
not hold him guilty! Mr. Gilson 
has been in town less than a year. 
His knowledge of Winchester is 
largely ahead of him. The town 
does not choose him as they elect 
the School Committee. They are 
the stewards of the town’s interest 
in the schools and the school per- 
sonnel. They should have sensed 
the town’s feeling over Mr. Bart- 
lett’s resignation much more accur- 
ately than they did* and should have 
moved to forestall criticism by sit- 
ting down with their resigning 
teacher nnd trying to keep his abil- 
ity and faithful service in town. 
Their contention that to make any 
special concession to keep Mr. Bart- 
lett in Winchester would damage 
teacher morale can he countered 
by the feeling advanced to the Star 
by teachers that the ordinary mem- 
ber of the teaching staff can feel 
little enthusiasm for his chances

William Stark Newell of Bath, 
Maine, chairman of the hoard of 
directors and retired president of 
the Bath Iron Works, who died 
Saturday, April 17, was an old 
Winchester hoy.

THREE-YEAR-OLI) SHOT BY 
BROTHER SHOWING HIM GUN 

Allen Douglas Stewart, three- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Janies Rowe Stewart, Jr., of 7 Win- 
slow road, was accidentally shot 
and fatally injured by his older 
brother, Janies Rowe Stewart, 3rd, 
14, about 4 o’clock Monday after- 
noon while the two boys were alone 
in their home. 

James told the police Allen was 
ill in bed and he was staying with 
him while his mother was out deliv- 
l ering Girl Scout cookies. To 
amuse his brother James had got- 
ten a .22 caliber rifle from a closet 
and was showing it to him. Not 
thinking the rifle was loaded, James 
pulled the trigger while standing 
at the foot of the bed and dis- 
charged the piece, the bullet strik- 
ing Allen in the face, rendering him 
instantly unconscious. 

James' action after the terrible 
accident was most commendable. 
Instead of losing his head, he ini- 
j mediately called the telephone ex- 
I change, reporting the accident and 
I asking that an ambulance be sent 
I at once to his home. He then at- 
: tempted to revive his brother by 
! giving him artificial respiration 
| and was working upon the little 
| boy when the police ambulance 
with Sergeant Edward F. Bowler 
and Officers Clarence Dunbury and 
I Robert Elliott arrived. 

The police got Allen to the hos- 
pital within 10 minutes of receiving 
their call, with James accompany- 
ing his brother. At 4:15, five 
minutes after his arrival at the 
hospital, Allen was pronounced 
dead by Dr. Roger M. Burgoync. 
Medical Examiner John Wilcox, 
after his examination and talking 
with James, pronounced death due 
to accidental shooting. 

Allen was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., and was the son of James 
Rowe Stewart, Jr., and Constance 
I. (Davis) Stewart. He came to 
Winchester in December, 1953, his 
parents having taken the Tansey 
home on Winslow road. Mr. 
Stewart is associated with the Bos- 
ton Filter Company in Boston. 

Besides his parents and brother, 
a pupil at Winchester High School, 
Allen leaves two sisters, Barbara, 
a fifth grade pupil at the Mystic 
School, and Patricia, who is in the 
second grade there.

The sympathy of the entire com 
munity goes out spontaneously to 
the Stewart family, whose lives 
and home were so tragically affect- 
ed this week. And as we sympa- 
thize and help, if possible, let’s 
make sure our own barn doors are 
locked before the grim reaper can 
call and take away our own most \ 
precious possession. It would be 
a double shame if little Allen Stew- 
art should die in so tragic a fashion 
without bringing home to all of us j 
the danger of promiscuously avail- 
able firearms. 


The police join with the general 
public in mourning the recent 
fatality which occurred in our town 
due to the accidental discharge of 
a .22 calibre rifle. These tragic 
events occur frequently, and we 
read about them in the newspapers, 
as we read a few weeks ago about 
a similar happening in Newton, but 
we never stop to ponder the signi- 
ficance of the tragedy until it 
strikes home. 

It could happen in your home, 
and to one of your loved ones, or , 
to yourself. That is, if your home 
is one of the many homes where 
deadly weapons are to be found. 
Do you have a revolver, pistol, 
rifle, shotgun, BB gun or other 
type of weapon in your home, where 
a child can get hold of it? If so, 
it certainly could happen to you, 
next year, next month, next week, 
tomorrow or even today while you 
rend this notice, and, as we sadly 
suspect, dismiss it lightly. 

We say “dismiss it lightly” for 
good cause, for we have learned 
from past experience that parents 
pay little attention to warnings 
such as this, which is by no means 
the first. 

Few weeks pass in which we do 
not receive complaints about 
children discharging .22 rifles or 
BB guns. These complaints are al- 
ways thoroughly investigated, and 
the weapons confiscated in accord- 
ance with the law, which forbids the 
possession of weapons or the use 
thereof by children. This is done 
in the interest of public safety and 
the safety of the children concern- 
ed, and yet, strangely enough, we 
often find resentment on the part of 
parents because the police took a 
deadly weapon away from their 
children. 

Perhaps you are one of those 
parents who feel secure because 
you have taken the bullets out of 
a gun. If so, think this statement 
over carefully: “There is no such 
thing as an unloaded gun. 

A gun, regardless of type, is not 
a toy or plaything for children. It 
is, and we repeat, a deadly 
weapon which is not safe to have 
around where a child by any re- 
mote possibility can get it. A gun 
in your house under such conditions 
should be regarded in the same 
manner as you would regard a stick 
of dynamite. 

Therefore, the police request all 
parents, and other people exposed 
to a similar danger, to turn such 
weapons into the police depart- 
ment, and we will see that they are 
disposed of safely. Don’t wait un- 
til tragedy strikes your home. Do 
it now!

The meeting was called to con- 
sider the State Engineers’ proposal 
to close Shore road in connection 
with the construction of the over- 
head railroad tracks and the diver- 
ionary highway across Black Ball 
Pond. 

The engineers proposed to dis- 
continue Shore road for two rea- 
sons, first because the necessary 
removal of some 50 ft. of peaty 
soil adjacent to the town bridge on 
Shore road in connection with the 
construction of the diversionary 
highway, would cause the bridge to 
collapse and topple; and second, he 
cause the intersection of the diver- 
sionary highway with Shore road, 
located as it will he within a few 
feet of the overhead railroad abut- 
ment will cause a traffic hazard for 
south-hound vehicles on Shore road. 

The engineers estimated to re- 
place the present town bridge on 
Shore road in the event the road is 
kept open would cost from $50,000 
to $70,000, and it was their belief, 
in view of the traffic hazard and 
the fact that with the diversionary 
highway fewer people will he using 
Shore road, it might well he closed. 

The Selectmen, when the engin- 
eers’ plan to the close Shore road 
was presented to them previous to 
Monday’s meeting opposed the plan, 
also for two reasons. 

The Board felt then and still feels 
that the road should he kept open 
because of a possible business ex- 
pansion along it. The Board also 
feels that closing Shore road would 
he a second blow to persons living 
in the Swanton street district, some 
of whom now stands to lose their 
homes in connection with the lower- 
ing of the street there. 

After Monday’s conference Com- 
missioner Volpe supported the Se 
lectmen’s stand, and ordered his en- 
gineers to prepare plans with a 
view to continuing Shore road as 
it is now located

One 
can easily see why Walt Disney has 
expressed interest in the shots of 
the polar hear mother protecting 
her young. 

In his closing remarks, Com- 
mander MacMillan stated that the 
Bowdoin is even now being pre- 
pared for its 30th voyage to the 
Arctic which will start at the end 
of June. There must have been 
many in the audience at the high 
school who wished that they might 
join him in a real life adventure to 
the Far North. The warm appre- 
ciation of students and teachers at 
the junior and senior high schools 
goes both to the Commander for his 
lecture and to the friend of the 
Winchester schools who made it 
possible.

At the short business meeting 
there was mention of the possibil- 
ity of changing the name of the 
Mystic River Bridge, and in which 
case the League voted to suggest 
the name General John Stark Sky- 
way, especially appropriate to the 
hero of Bunker Hill. 

After the Roll Call, President 
Stacy Southworth presented Mr. 
Russell Kettell, President of the 
Concord Antiquarian Society and 
on the Faculty of the Middlesex 
School, who gave a most cordial 
welcome. He then told of a chance 
meeting years ago with a learned 
Japanese Buddha Priest and a com- 
panion who had journeyed to Con- 
cord to pay tribute to the memory 
of Emerson and Thoreau. Mr. Ket- 
tell took them to the places they 
wished to visit. He received Jap- 
anese pamphlets occasionally, and 
finally after the war a beautiful 
letter with brush-stroke characters, 
which took a year before he found 
a translator. 

Dr. Warren Stearns introduced 
Rev. Edward Perry Daniels of the 
First Parish Meeting House, who 
said Concord had its own way of 
doing things and then explained the 
unusual customs of the Church, and 
the Communion Services. He told 
the history of each piece and then 
held them up to illustrate. They 
were all over 100 years old and 
most of them 200 years, and all 
handmade. The oldest was a silver 
caudle cup made by John Coney 
for a Margaret Bridges to present 
to the church on April G, 1776. He 
later matched it with another, and 
made four larger for the church. 
There was a mended Delft plate 
that an angry deacon had thrown 
across the church and broken. There 
was an early pewter service, as 
well as silver goblets and salvers 
in this very valuable collection. 

At the close refreshments were 
served in the Parish House. 

Many visited the Orchard House 
(home of the Alcotts), the Old 
Manse, home of Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, Wright Tavern, Colonial Inn, 
the Antiquarian Museum with its 


wonderful period rooms and inter- 
esting collections, the Battle Monu- 
ment and Bridge and the Indian 
relics at the Concord Library. 

The Winchester Historical So- 
ciety was represented by the Misses 
Laura Tolman, Persis Richnrdson, 
Susie Gustin, Elonnor and Louise 
Bancroft, Mrs. Rony Snyder, Mrs. 
George Lockman, Mrs. Arthur Bel- 
ville, and Mrs. Harold B. Cleworth.

Elmer D. Fletcher, a member of 
one of the older families of Win* 
cheater, died Friday, April 30, at 
his home, 8 Lagrange street, after 
several months illness. 

Mr. Fletcher was the son of 
Parker and Helen (Howard) 
Fletcher. He was born February 1, 
1869, at Milford, N. H. In 1876 the 
family moved to Winchester to 
their house on Willow street at the 
entrance of Wildwood Cemetery, 
which was the family home for 
fifty years. 

When a young man Mr. Fletcher 
was employed by the civil engineer- 
ing department of the Eastern 
Railway (now the Eastern Division 
of the Boston and Maine Railroad) 
when the survey was being made 
for the Lynn Belt Line, Cape Ann 
Belt Line, and the York Harbor and 
Beach Railway. From 1888 to 1895 
he was engaged in the lumbering 
and milling business at Bartlett, 
N. H. 

On returning to Winchester in 
1895 he entered the employ of the 
Town of Winchester. In 1897 he 
was appointed superintendent of 
the sewer department and in 1901, 
town engineer. 

In 1903 he resigned from this 
position and went to Tacoma, 
Washington, with the engineering 
firm of Stone and Webster as as- 
sistant to the chief engineer in 
charge of constructing the Electron 
Hydraulic Power Project. Later he 
became chief engineer of the Ta- 
coma and Eastern Railway at Ta- 
coma, Washington. 

In 1905 Mr. Fletcher entered the 
United States Forest Service, work- 
ing in New York State and on the 
Medicine Boy Range of the Rocky 
Mountains in Wyoming. In 1908 he 
was appointed forest expert and 
was assigned to the Menominee 
Indian Reservation, surveying for 
railroad and dam sites. 

Later he was located at Missoula, 
Montana, on timber valuation work, 
where in 1909 be was made deputy 
supervisor of the Madison National 
Forest. Early in 1911 he became 
deputy supervisor of the Lolo Na- 
tional Forest in Montana. 

Later that same year he w'as 
transferred to Washington, D. C., 
on the project “Acquisition of 
Lands for National Forests in the 
Eastern States” and was the first 
member of that project w ? ho was 
sent to New Hampshire to acquire 
lands for the White Mountain Na- 
tional Forest. Over many years he 
did much in the development of 
this national forest as well as seve- 
ral national forests in the south- 
eastern states. 

After retiring from the United 
States Forest Service in 1924, Mr. 
Fletcher returned to Winchester, 
where he had since made his home

PARENTS CITE 
TRAFFIC HAZARDS 

The School Committee’s proposal 
to red i strict in the fall so that a 
number of pupils now attending 
the Mystic School will go at that 
time to the Lincoln School is being 
opposed by parents of these child- 
ren because of the traffic hazard, 
especially the increased danger 
that will be caused by the construc- 
tion of the overhead railroad tracks 
and the diversionary highway 
through the Skillings estate. 

The School Committee is redist- 
ricting to relieve a crowded condi- 
tion at the Mystic School by taking 
pupils from that building and send- 
ing them to the Lincoln, where 
there is room for more pupils than 
are being housed there at present. 

The parents of the Mystic School 
pupils question the need for taking 
pupils from that school at present, 
or in the forseeable future, though 
they do admit classroom numbers 
may be somewhat above the figures 
believed by educators to be ideal. 

E. R. Barlow, R. H. Frazier and 
E. H. Nowell, representing the par- 
ents of Mystic pupils affected by 
the proposed redistricting have 
completed a survey covering both 
the attendance trends for the Mys- 
tic district and traffic hazards which 
their children will encounter in 
their transfer to the Lincoln School. 

This survey, in which they had 
the assistance of John McClosky, 
Arthur Odegard and John Tighe of 
the State Department of Public 
Works on the traffic problems in- 
volved, and of Superintendent of 
Schools Harry Gilson, in providing 
data on school enrollment, has been 
placed in the hands of the School 
Committee for their consideration. 
Another copy has been made avail- 
able to the Star. 

In making their survey Messrs. 
Barlow, Frazier and Nowell believe 
the number of pupils at the Mystic 
School will continue about the same 
for the next few years and then de- 
crease. The present number is only 
three per cent higher than the 420 
children the School Committee in 
its 1951 report indicated could be 
comfortably served by the school. 

They arrived at their belief be- 
cause in their judgment the two 
factors responsible for the greatly 
increased school population in the 
Mystic district, the bulge in the 
birth rate resulting frqm marriages 
postponed during the war years 
and the housing boom, will not 
operate in the Mystic area in the 
future. 

The survey states that by using 
enrolment figures for 1953 with the 
pre-school figures from the census 
of 1953, it is possible to project en- 
rollment at the Mystic School 
through 1958. This projection, 
shown on a chart in the survey in- 
dicates that enrollment will stay 
at about the same level, then turn 
down sharply. Those making the 
survey found that pre-school fig- 
ures adjusted for the addition of 
new houses do provide a sound ba- 
sis for projection of school enroll- 
ment.

A practice Civil Defense Air Raid 
in which the public was asked to 
participate was held in Region 
5 at 9:05 n. m. on Saturday, April 
24. Public participation in the Air 
Raid consisted of everyone taking 
cover and all traffic being stopped. 
In Winchester this operation seem- 
ed very successful and no untoward 
incidents occurred. The Auxiliary 
Police in conjunction with the reg- 
ular Police Department covered the 
situation very adequately.

"The brilliant achievements, as 
football coaches, of Ivy William- 
son, ’33, at Wisconsin and ‘Evvy’ 
Evnshevski, ’41, at Iowa, both 
great football stars at Michigan, 
bring to the minds of University of 
Michigan alumni the names of a 
host of former Michigan greats 
who coached at high schools and 
then colleges and universities in 
every section of the United States. 
The list, of course, is too long to 
enumerate herein. Some of them 
were naturally pupils of the na- 
tionally famous Fielding H. Yost 
and carried on in his traditional 
methods and strategy of play. Oth- 
ers came along with the more mod- 
ern and intricate formations and 
strategy. 

"As I reflected upon this, my 
memory went back to my time on 
the Campus, and that was a long 
time ago, 1890-92, when football 
was relatively simple in its forma- 
tions and style of play. It was at 
that time that the first coach to 
step on the football gridiron at Ann 
Arbor was a sturdy, forceful intel- 
ligent youngster, a Phi Beta Kap- 
pa, Frank Crawford by name, who 
came from Yale University, from 
which he graduated in 1891, and en- 
tered our Law Department in the 
fall of 1891. I came to know Frank 
intimately, and we have kept that 
friendship fresh over the years. 

"That is why I am moved to tell 
through the ‘Michigan Alumnus,’ 
a bit about his services as player 
and coach, not only at Michigan 
but quite numerously thereafter in 
the Middle West. He was not only 
a superior player at both football 
and baseball, but, as a coach, he ex- 
erted a powerful influence in the 
Middle West for clean and honest 
participation und play. 

"I know of instances where 
‘stars’ offered their services to him 
for cash or its equivalent and he 
‘slapped them down’ with such em- 
phasis that the eight colleges and 
universities at which he coached 
stayed ‘clean’ without question. His 
example should go down the years 
as an inspiration to others. 

"There is space in a communica- 
tion of this kind, to list only Frank 
Crawford’s playing and coaching 
career. He was the first football 
coach in University of Michigan 
history and he was unpaid. Natur- 
ally he brought with him from Yale 
more advanced methods of play 
than were then in use in the Mid- 
west. He played at halfback on the 
Michigan team in all the games 
until injured. 

"He was catcher of the 1892 
Michigan baseball team (of which 
the undersigned was manager), al- 
ternating with Frank Bowerman, 
who later for many years was 
catcher for the famous Christy 
Mathewson, pitcher of the New 
York National League ‘Giants/ The 
1892 team played not only in Ann 
Arbor and Detroit, but was the 
first Michigan team to take both 
eastern and western trips. Craw- 
ford was also catcher and captain 
of the 1893 Michigan baseball team 
which won 13 and lost 4 games. 
It also won the championship of the 
Inter-collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion of the Northwest, organized 
in 1892, the predecessor of the 
present Western Conference or 
‘Big Ten.’ So at Michigan Craw- 
ford won three ‘M’s,’ one in foot- 
ball and two in baseball, and served 
as the first coach in football. 

“After graduating from Michi 
gan in 1893, Crawford coached 
football at Nebraska, Baker, and 
Texas Universities, also smaller 
colleges. Wesleyan, Tarkio, Creigh- 
ton and Bellevue — with Michigan 
making u total of eight colleges 
and universities. He played on some 
of these as well as coaching, earn- 
ing two *N’s’ at Nebraska, one ‘B’ 
at Baker in addition to the three 
M’s’ at Michigan. Yost took over 
»t Nebraska in 1897 soon after 
Crawford left off, succeeding to a 
squad of some of the Crawford 
well-trained material. Crawford’s 
Mid- West teams were consistent 
winners, Texas winning all of its 
games and being unscored on. 

“Frank Crawford practiced law 
in Omaha, Nebraska, San Francis- 
co, California, and Nice, France. 
He is now retired, living in Win- 
chester, Massachusetts. It is not- 
able that he was also a student at 
Baker and Nebraska Universities 
a professor and lecturer at Creigh 
ton University and in later years 
a student at Oxford University, 
England. All these activities, plus 
his Phi' Beta Kappa at Yale, show 
his versatility and substantiate the 
statement I have made many times

As a group of Middlesex County 
citizens directly concerned with the 
4-H Club program and other pro- 
grams under the direction of the 
Middlesex County Extension Serv- 
ice, we would like to call to your 
attention the underlying facts 
which resulted in the drastic action 
taken by the Middlesex County 4-H 
Fair Committee at their last meet- 
ing. A report of this meeting is 
enclosed with this letter. 

We hope that, as the Editor of a 
newspaper dedicated to the welfare 
of your local community, you will 
help us to inform the public of 
the truth about a situation that is 
undermining the very worthwhile 
4-H program in this county. 

Miss Helen T. Sellew has just 
resigned because of this situation, 
which has ravaged the Middlesex 
County Extension Service for 
years, as is evidenced by a turn- 
over of professional employees 
which is 85% higher in Middlesex 
County than the average of all 
counties in the State. Miss Sellew 
is the 25th agent to resign from a 
staff of 11 in the least six years. 
She has been forced, as others be- 
fore her, by the unjust actions of 
the Director of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service, Mr. Al- 
lister F. MacDougall, and those 
Trustees for County Aid to Agri- 
culture and Middlesex County Com- 
missioners who support him, to 
leave the work for which she is 
well qualified and in which she is 
deeply interested. A copy of her 
resignation and the reasons there- 
for are also enclosed. 

4-H Club work, which is carried 
on by volunteer workers, simply 
cannot function properly and reach 
its potential strength when these 
leaders are constantly agitated by 
the unfair administration which is 
continually forcing qualified pro- 
fessional personnel to give up the 
work. It is demoralizing to these 
public-spirited people and to the 
participating children not to men- 
tion the increased cost to the 
County taxpayers. 

For the last five years, many of 
these volunteer workers have tried 
in a quiet and dignified manner to 
correct defective administration by 
appealing to the governing bodies 
of the Middlesex County Extension 
Service, namely, the Board of Trus- 
tees for County Aid to Agriculture 
and the Middlesex County Com- 
missioners. 

Over a year ago, when there was 
a vacancy in the top position in the 
4-H Club department, these volun- 
teer workers presented to the 
Board of Trustees a petition of 
over 600 names recommending that 
Miss Sellew be promoted to that 
position. That she had rightfully 
earned this opportunity of promo- 
tion is evidenced by the following 
facts: (1 the quantity and quality 
of 4-H Club work increased tre- 
mendously under her supervision; 
(2) the Middlesex County 4-H Fair 
was brought into being, organized 
and engineered by her to the point 
of an attendance of 3500 in its third 
year, unquestionably the most im- 
portant milestone in the history of 
Middlesex County 4-H work; (3) 
the origination of the 4-H Horse 
Club movement, a creditable accom- 
plishment of hers, now a model not 
only for other counties in Massa- 
chusetts but also throughout New 
England. 

The Director of the Extension 
Service opposed the appointment. 
After investigating the entire 
problem, the Trustees and County 
Commissioners proposed the fol 
lowing compromise: 

Admitting that the Director was 
at fault and that the Extension 
Office would never function effici- 
ently or satisfactorily until he re- 
signed, they promised that they 
would see to it that he did resign 
and they requested Miss Sellew to 
continue with her work until the 
resignation could he effected, at 
which time she would he promoted 
to Club Agent. 

Miss Sellew took these promises 
of her superiors in good faith and 
continued to carry on her 4-H Club 
work in the County. Then, the 


resignation. Mr. Warren asked the 
Director personally for his resig- 
nation and was refused; nothing 
more was or has been done in this 
regard. 

Six months later two of the 
County Commissioners, Mr. Applin, 
who had earlier stated that the 
Director should be removed in the 
best interest of the Extension Serv- 
ice, and Mr. Andrew, refused on the 
basis of this very Director’s rec- 
ommendation, to approve the pro- 
motion of Miss Sellew, which had 
been voted by a majority of the 
Board of Trustees. 

On April 1st, these same two 
County Commissioners appointed 
to the Board of Trustees two re- 
placements who certainly indicated 
by their action at their first Board 
meeting that they would blithely 
follow the Director’s recommenda- 
tion regardless. Immediately, all 
actions of the prior Board regard- 
ing the Club Agent’s position were 
voted rescinded and the “non- 
competitive" young associate of 
Miss Sellew was voted the promo- 
tion with the approval of Mr. 
Applin and Mr. Andrew.

subjecting many small children to 
a traffic hazard that we, and others 
who are better qualified to evnluate 
such matters than we, believe will 
be unique in the history of Win- 
chester. Since our analysis indicat- 
ed that during the next two years, 
at least, Mystic School was not 
likely to become more crowded than 
it is now, it would he for better to 
bear with the existing situation at 
Mystic than to risk the lives of 
many small children. 

Apparently many of the facts we 
presented to the school committee, 
particularly with respect to the 
traffic problem, had not been con- 
sidered in detail previously. Inas- 
much as the school committee is 
proceeding with public hearings on 
Monday, May 10th, it seems evident 
that the committee prefers to re- 
distribute the children more evenly 
over Mystic, Lincoln and Washing 
ton schools than to postpone action 
until the worst of the traffic danger 
is past. 

Unless there is some hidden fac- 
tor that has not yet been revealed, 
the pressure for redistricting, ac 
cording to the school committee, 
has come from two sources: (1) 
from teachers at Mystic School 
who have complained because their 
classes are larger than in the other 
schools and (2) from parents who 
believe that the size of the classes 
at Mystic is affecting their child- 
ren’s education. 

The first complaint could be 
handled without redistricting by ro- 
tating the teachers among the 
three schools. 

With regard to the second com- 
— plaint, if sufficient numbers of par- 
ents are convinced that their child 
ren are in fact receiving an inferi- 
or education, or if the school com- 
mittee has some factual evidence, 
through comparative tests, that the 
pupils at Mystic are affected by the 
size of the classes, some action may 
be necessary at this time. 

A number of alternatives have 
been suggested, some by the school 
committee, some by others. Among 
them are the following: 

(1) Draw a new line for Mystic 
School at Prospect street, and a 
new line for Lincoln School at Lin- 
coln and Harvard streets. 

This is the only proposal for 
which the school committee showed 
us any figures. It would involve 
moving 64 children from Mystic 
to Lincoln School and 39 children 
from Lincoln to Washington School 
This proposal would of course be 
the most dangerous in that it 
would require 64 children to brave 
the traffic on Washington street. 
At our meeting with the school 
committee, Dr. Gilson expressed 
great concern over the facts we 
presented with regard to the prob- 
able traffic problem on Washington 
street, saying that he had no idea 
of the volume of traffic likely to 
be using this street. We were some- 
what disturbed that some of the 
members of the school committee 
were willing to admit the dangers to 
which the small children would be

As an educational and entertain- 
ing exposition of the little known 
and fascinating region of the far 
north, Commander MacMillan’s 
address, delivered in Winchester on 
April 27, is said by competent 
judges to have been unequalled.

Whut made all this ice? ' Snow 
flakes falling in the Arctic for a 
million years, accumulating faster 
than they melted, were finally con- 
verted into ice. Snow flakes* made 
the great iceberg that sank the 
splendid steamship Titanic on her 
maiden voyage from England to 
New York. 

Commander MacMillan, his wife, 
Mrs. Miriam MacMillan and the 
Bowdoin, schooner unequaled by 
any other vessel in the world for 
navigation among the dangerous 
icebergs and uncharted waters of 
the Arctic, make a trinity famous 
for its accomplishments and glor- 
ious in the annals of the Arctic. 

Wherever the lore of the sea 
charms, wherever the science of the 
Arctic, as revealed by a fearless 
pilot and adventurer are known and 
prized, the master of the famous 
schooner which he designed, re- 
ceives the tribute of highest es- 
teem he so richly deserves. 

With the sailor’s farewell, “all 
ashore who are going ashore”, the 
famous master of the Bowdoin, with 
story and picture sailed away to 
the “north-far north”, that fas- 
cinating region of picturesque ice- 
bergs, polar bears and whales, 
walrus and seals, and the friendly^ 
happy Eskimo tribes whose ways 
have changed little in a thousand 
years. There was light for all to 
see in the expedition to the far 
north for there the sun did not set 
in that region where one day and 
one night make a year.

Off Casablanca 
Midnight, Friday, 3/19 
Hello Everybody, 

This has been a pretty smooth 
trip so far and our good luck seems 
to he staying with us. 

In spite of the Longshoremen’s 
strike which we hear by radio is not 
yet over, we got away finally and 
Its some of you know we are again 
on the lovely little freighter, 
Othem, on which we journeyed to 
Spain last year. 

The night before we sailed we 
had Captain Hammerstrom and his 
brother, who is Chief Engineer, as 
our guests at dinner in New York. 
VVc never got a more cordial greet- 
ing and because of all this hospit- 
ality to us last year, we were glad 
even in this small way to show our 
appreciation. 

We came aboard Wednesday 
about three, the same time as -the 
other two passengers. They with 
the Captain and Engineer make up 
our party of six at the table. 

When we entered the “Owner’s 
Suite” which we are fortunate to 
have, we found on the table 
“A Few Words and Rules” 

I think you’ll get a laugh from 
them so here they are exactly as 
written. 

'To our honored guests, who are 
disposing vessels saloon, dining 
room and cabins. 

1. You are very welcome On- 
board the M. S. “Othem”. 

2. Try hard to be in time for 
meals. It saves time for the staff. 
It is better you wait for the Captain 
and Chief Engineer, than the op 
posite. They most certainly have 
a reliable excuse for their delay. 

3. Remember the danger of fire! 
Do not smoke while in the bunk. 
Put the ash rather into the ashtray 
than on the floor. Otherwise one 
might get a wrong impression of 
you. 

4. Try to leave the cabins not 
later than 0900 o’clock, thus making 
it possible for the boys to make 
them ready. Otherwise you will 
have to do it yourself. Seasickness 
will not he granted as an excuse. 

5. Try to take care of yourself 
and make yourself comfortable 
The officers have their job and their 
time of vacation to dispose of. 

6. A good temper will always be 
placed on your plus side, especially 
during had weather, and be appre- 
ciated by everyone. 

7. (Here’s a honey) Dressing is 
individual and up to your own de- 
sire. Remember, however, that too 
light a dress surely mostly is show- 
ing the beauty of a woman, but re- 
member how you might tempt a 
man, especially if the voyage has 
been long! 

8. Beer and water can be ordered 
through the saloon boy. Wine and 
spirit might be had by the Captain 
only when he is in a very good 
temper and even then to a very 
limited extend. 

9. No extra meals will be served. 

10. If you, in spite of those severe 

rules, have had a pleasant trip, you 
are to congratulate

Here endeth the quotation. 

Just a word of comment. No. 1. 
The Captain made us sure of that. 
No. 2. We are all punctual includ- 
ing the two officers who gallantly 
insist that the passengers enter the 
saloon first. No. 4, No one has had 
a trace of sea-sickness. No. 5. In 
suite of their “time of vacation to 
dispose of” the Officers go out of 
their way to spend time with us, 
much of it on the bridge. No. 7. It’s 
been too cold for anyone to play 
temptress. (The other two pas- 
sengers are a single lady and widow 
friend from the city of Cleveland.) 
No. 8. Beer seems to he free at 
meals, gingerale at any time. Scotch 
whiskey in bottles at the rate of 
$20.00 per case which makes it less 
than $2.00 per fifth. American 
cigarettes King size are 91 cents 
per carton! We are saving money! 
No. 9. They don’t serve extra meals 
hut you can always go yourself to 
the pantry which is right next to 
the saloon. No. 10. You can see 
that in spite of the rules “we are to 
congratulate”. 

We left the dock in Brooklyn 
just about dark. From what we 
hear, we seem to he about the only 
ship loaded by longshoremen that 
did get away. The first three days 
were rough enough with a westerly 
wind following us but we did a bit 
of rolling at times and you had to 
hang on when walking. 

We have a full cargo including 
trucks and combines for Istanbul 
on the deck. But ubout 90 auto- 
mobiles below, 56 for Casablanca 
make the load a light one but a 
good paying one. We have some 
heavy machinery and friends in the 
paper business who will be inter- 
ested to know that we have many 
bales of rags going to Genoa to be 
sorted before being shipped back 
to the States! 

It’s been on the cold side until 
today and today is only cool. Not 
much sunshine but also little rain. 
The tail-wind has held all the way 
so we’ve made good time. 

Three days ago we passed St. 
Miguel of the Azores, this time on 
the southerly side. Visibility was 
not good. We were only two miles 
offshore at Ponta Delgada. That 
we could see, but the rest of the 
island with its mountains rising 
over 6,000 feet was not visible and 
we were disappointed because on 
our lust trip we had such a wonder- 
ful view of the whole island in clear 
sunshine. 

The crew, of course, are busy all 
the time. Painting on shipboard 
is never ended and when the 
weather permits they are at it from 
morning to night. 

Everyone seems to have some- 
thing to do. As I told you a year 
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ago, this ship has everything. Near- 
ly all the way the automatic steer- 
ing gear has guided the ship. So 
the officers on watch only have to 
take a look ahead every 10 minutes 
or so. That gives them quite a lot 
of spare time in daylight hours so 
they while away the watch making 
canvass covers for the life boats by 
hand. And what n lovely job they 
do. Machines could not do so well 
nor he more accurate in stitching. 

asked the Third if that was cus- 
tomary on all Swedish ships. He 
didn’t know, he said, but it helped 
pass the time and it would make 
the ship look neater to have clean 
covers on the lifeboats! 

The bridge is about as high above 
the deck as a four-story house. For 
two days two lads were working 
from scaffolds made of a single 
plank painting the whole super 
structure. This while the ship is 
moving! And in a pretty strong 
breeze, also! 

At supper time tonight the Cap- 
tain told us we should reach Casa- 
blanca about midnight so we de- 
cided to stay up. We couldn’t get 
into the protected harbor until day- 
light and sometimes there’s not 
docking space for all the ships 
which arrive in one day. So we 
decided to stay up on the bridge 
until the anchor was dropped. 

The night was perfect. There 
was a full moon in the sky when at 
11 p. m. we went on the bridge. 
There were the lights of the city, 
and it was a beautiful sight. Along 
the water front for miles were 
thousands of lights shining crystal 
clear like precious gems strung to- 
gether. Just south of the city was 
a flashing light guarding the point. 
Some miles to the north were the 
lights of Fedala where the Amer- 
ican troops landed in the African 
Expedition. Casablanca is a city 
of over 600,000, stretched along the 
coast. That may give you an idea 
of how many lights were to be seen. 

Tomorrow we will he here all day 
so we expect to get ashore and see 
what it looks like in daylight. To- 
night we can let our fancy run 
f ree. 

So far it has been a comfortable 
and happy voyage. We still have 
to go through the Straits of Gibral- 
tar, then pass by lovely Mallorca 
to Genoa. Two days ashore here 
and then to Naples where we leave 
the ship until she returns from 
Istanbul and Alexandria and other 
ports in the Eastern Mediterranean. 

This surely is a way to get a 
change and a rest and I can recom- 
mend it to anyone who has the time. 
I’ve travelled on big liners. We 
don't want them. Here is freedom 
and relaxation. 

To prove it, I am going to relax 
now for several hours. “Goodnight 
all”.

Francis W. Getty, known in 
Newspaper circles as Frank Getty, 
died unexpectedly in Washington 
on May 1, according to a United 
Press report from that city. 

Mr. Getty, a former Winchester 
hoy, was found dead in a room at 
the Willard Hotel in Washington, 
[where he had been living tempor- 
I arily while his wife was in a hos- 
| pital following a major operation. 

I Horn in Boston, Mr. Getty was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Francis E. 
Getty, formerly for many years 
residents of Wolcott terrace where 
they lived in the house, built by 
them, and now occupied by F. Man- 
ley Ives, Jr. The younger Francis 
Getty grew up in Winchester and 
attended the Winchester schools, 
having been a member of the class 
of 1913 at Winchester High School, 
and of the Phi Delta Society, a town 
group of that time. 

Although he did not graduate 
from high school with his class he 
took and passed the college board 
examinations in that year and was 
admitted to Amherst College. He 
left Amherst to do newspaper work 
in Boston and at the time of World 
War 1 when the German submarine 
appeared off Newport, R. I., he was 
said to have been the only news- 
paper man to hoard her. 

His story caused considerable 
comment, and led to an offer by 
a big New York paper to send Mr. 
Getty at once to Europe as a 
foreign correspondent. He accept- 
ed and left for his boat in New 
York with only the clothes he had 
on and the money he had in his 
pocket. 

He was successful in his over- 
seas assignment and knew many of 
the big World War I figures per- 
sonally. 

When the draft was put in oper- 
ation Mr. Getty enlisted in the Air 
Corps and served during the war at 
Orly Field in France.

Last Friday night found the Win- 
chester High School auditorium 
filled with harmony and song as 
the High School Orchestra, Bands, 
and Glee Clubs gave their annual 
concert and their last one under the 
direction of music supervisor Fred 
Felmet.

An intensely interesting talk and 
d scussion on building an effective 
United Nations for permanent 
peace, was held at the Winchester 
Library, Tuesday evening, April 27. 
Introduced by Mr. Robert D. Lowry, 
Chairman of the Winchester Chap- 
ter of United World Federalists, 
Professor Andie Schenker of the 
University of Connecticut brought 
out many forceful reasons for 
strengthening the United Nations 
Several of the 80 persons who heard 
him wished they could attend some 
of his history courses. 

Mentioning the requirement of 
the UN Charter that the holding of 
a (’barter Revision Conference be 
brought up for vote in 1955, he said 
it is the policy of our Government 
and many other countries to vote 
for this Conference. 

Professor Schenker recalled that 
when our country was founded, 9 
>f the 13 states went ahead with 
the new Constitution before all bad 
•atified. The others joined after- 
word. In the same way some 
nations may refuse to participate 
u a stronger United Nations, but 
will do so later if the rest of the 
?ountries act together. 

Speaking of Russia, be indicated 
that the county would feel for 
(heir own interest that they would 
want to belong to a stronger UN, 
to obtain economic and other ad- 
vantages of member nations. Such 
a UN, it was pointed out, would 
have powers carefully defined and 
limited to the prevention of war. 
All other powers would be reserved 
to member nations. Disarmament 
of individual nations and an end of 
the dangerous armaments race, 
would be made possible by the ef- 
fective power of the UN. 

Many are for peace and a UN 
adequate to preserve it, but when 
it comes to doing something, put it 
off and go to a concert. The need 
is for people to know what can be 
done, to discuss it with others, and 
t<* make their views known to the 
Committee of the U. S. Senate 
which is holding hearings in dif- 
ferent parts of our country to de- 
termine what public opinion is on 
Charter Revision. 

Aptly showing that we in Mass- 
achusetts would not like it if our 
neighboring New York state told 
us what to do. Professor Schenker 
showed that people in each state 
work out mutual problems with 
their neighbors on a friendly basis 
through out national government. 
He referred to the fact that the 
United States has lost much of its

AMENDMENT TO 
GENERAL BY-LAWS 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 
MASSACHUSETTS 

ADOPTED AT ANNUAL 
REPRESENTATIVE 
TOWN MEETING 
ON MARCH 18, 1954 


VOTED, To amend the 
General By-Laws of the 
Town by amending ARTICLE 
VI, Section 13 by striking 
out in the second sentence the 
word “gallons” und inserting 
in place thereof the words 
“cubic feet”; by striking out 
“2c” and inserting in place 
thereof “23 cents”; by strik- 
ing out in the third line 
“3.00” and inserting in place 
thereof “4.00”; and at the 
end of the fourth line to 
strike out the words “and 
equivalent to 15,000 gallons.”, 
so that section as amended 
will read as follows: 

Rates 

Sect. 13. Meter rates shall 
be as follows: 


For each 100 


cubic feet 
. . 23 cents 

In no case, however, for 
any six months less than 
$4.00, which is a minimum 
rate. 

If a meter fuils to register, 
the consumer shall be charg- 
ed upon the basis of the aver- 
age consumption for a cor- 
responding period as shown 
by the meter when in order. 

Said Board may require a 
deposit in case of meter ser- 
vice. 

Said Board shall have the 
right to stop the use of large 
quantities of water for com- 
mercial or special purposes 
whenever in its judgment it 
is necessary to conserve the 
water for domestic uses. 

No charge shall be made 
for water used through fix- 
tures which are installed sole- 
ly for protection against 
fire.

Some parents feel thnt their 
children should not he exposed to 
tho greatly increased traffic haz- 
ards that will go with their trans- 
fer to the Lincoln School in view 
of the fact that the enrollment at 
the Mystic School is not for seve- 
ral years likely to be greater than 
three per cent above School Com- 
mittee figures for the building. 
Building in the Mystic School dist- 
rict, with 33 homes in 1949, went 
up sharply to fl2 in 1951, then fell 
ofT to 21 in 1953. To April 14 of 
this year five houses have been 
erected and available land fit for 
building is no longer plenty. 

The gentlemen who made the re- 
districting survey contend thnt if 
Mystic pupils are sent to the Lin- 
coln School they will have to con- 
tend four times daily with the 
worst traffic problem Winchester 
has ever faced. 

Washington street, the Parkway, 
Highland avenue und Mt. Vernon 
street are now heavily traveled, 
yet with the upheaval caused by the 
construction of the overhead in the 
center, most or all of them will be 
even more heavily traveled and ad- 
ditionally congested by the pres- 
ence of equipment for the construc- 
tion work in connection with the di- 
versionary highway through the 
Skillings estate. 

Those who made the survey are 
told by traffic authorities that traf- 
fic along Washington street will be 
increased by at least 6,000 vehicles, 
making the street at the library 
carry about 15,000 cars a dny in* 
stead of 9,120. 

For purposes of comparison, 
Church street near Wyman School 
had 6,115 vehicles in November, 
1953, Cambridge street near 
Church, 7,000 per day in that year, 
Main street at Lake street, 12,300 
a day in December, 1950. Route 128 
from Route 9 to Lynnfield, a mod- 
em six-lane superhighway, has a 
present daily average of 20,000 ve- 
hicles. 

These figures, the survey claims, 
indicate Washington street will be 
a very heavily traveled street after 
the by-pass is completed in two 
years and further claims that the 
state engineers are quite concerned 
about pedestrian traffic at the Park- 
way and Mt. Vernon street traffic 
circles. The survey quotes Mr. Ode 
gard, project manager of the Win- 
chester project for the Department 
of Public Works, as saying that the 
danger to school children had not 
to his knowledge even been consid- 
ered in planning the method of 
handling the intersection problems, 
this probably because to now so few 
children have had to cross these 
intersections, 

During the period of construction 
the danger will be greatest. Con- 
siderable Main street traffic will 
undoubtedly avoid the construction 
at the center by proceeding along 
Swanton and Washington streets so 
that the total traffic on Washington 
street at. the library will be some- 
where between 9,000 and 15,000 ve- 
hicles a day, with about 20 per cent 
trucks.

Editor of the Star: 

Your editorial attitude on fluori- 
dation as expressed April 9th is 
respected. 1 wish that it had rested 
on a foundation more solid than the 
irresponsible and highly mislead 
ing editorial from the March 26th 
Herald. As recently as November 
1953 the National Research Council 
in a study of Vehicles for Fluori 
dation reported that any one fluori- 
dated food other than water must 
he subjected to general experimen- 
tation before it could be put to 
general use. Vehicles other than 
water are not recommended at this 
time. 

I can't help wishing that your 
editorial opinion had been reserved 
until the fluoridation facts are in 
as far as Winchester is concerned. 
You have undoubtedly seen the re- 
cent trenchant quote from President 
Robert Nelson Taylor of the U. S. 
Press Association. “For the nearly 
eighty million Americans who live in 
the grassroots areas of the nation, 
in small towns towns and villages 
and on farms, the weekly news- 
paper is a dynamic factor in their 
lives with what the local editor has 
to say coming just after Holy 
Writ!” 

In the April 16th Star Mr. Carl 
G. Richmond called attention to 
House of Representatives Report 
No. 2500, 82nd Congress, 2nd Ses- 
sion “Fluoridation of Public Drink- 
ing Water” as “an authoritative 
presentation of both sides of the 
fluoridation problem without bias 
...” Unfortunately, that is not an 
accurate evaluation of H. R. Re- 
port No. 2500, Union Calendar No, 
787. 

The Select Committee to Inves- 
tigate the Use of Chemicals in 
Foods and Cosmetics (Delaney 
Committee) held hearings in 1950 
pursuant to H. Res. 323. Subse- 
quent hearings are contained in 3 
volumes designated Parts 1, 2 and 
3. I am most familiar with Part 3, 
Seven days were devoted to fluori- 
dation. Report No. 2500 is the 
Select Committee’s report to Con- 
gress. 

There can be no issue taken with 
the Delaney’s Committee’s conclu 
sion that it could find nothing harm 
ful in fluoridation. “The advis 
ability of fluoridating the public 
water supply of the nation is es- 
sentially a local problem, to he de- 
termined for itself by each com- 
munity. Your Committee is not 
recommending that Federal legis- 
lation be enacted in this field.” 

The Delaney report needs in- 
formed reading. There was a 
bureaucratic squabble going on at 
the time (February, March 1952) 
between the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration and the Public Health 
Service. Some of the tactics in- 
dulged in at the time were not par- 
ticularly edifying. Representative 
James J. Delaney, chairman, and 
Representative A. L. Miller both 
had bills of their own pending and 
showed clear anti-fluoridation preju- 
dice during the conduct of the pub- 
lic hearings. 

Probably the best evaluation of 
the merits of the Delaney Report 
is that after Congress had consid- 
ered its content and recommenda- 
tions it voted fluoridation for the

The annual meeting of the Wo- 
men’s Republican Club of Winches- 
ter was held on Thursday after- 
noon, April 29 in Chidley Hall of 
the First Congregational Church.

FARM TEAM TRYOUTS 


The School Committee held its 
hearing on redistricting of pupils 
attending the Mystic and Lincoln 
Schools Monday evening in the Lin- 
coln School Hall, which was quite 
well, if not completely filled, with 
parents, a great majority of whom 
remained through three hours of 
explanation on the part of the 
School Committee and protest on 
the part of most of the parents 
heard. 

The hearing continued beyond 
the three hour mark, lasting until 
nearly 11:30, but by that time not 
more than half of those remained 
who were in the hall when Chair- 
man Earle F. Littleton of the 
School Committee opened proceed- 
ings. Many wanted to be heard and 
Mr. Littleton gave everyone an op- 
portunity to have his say, despite 
the fact that little of value was 
added to the discussion after the 
first two hours. 

The entire membership of the 
School Committee was present and 
other town officials in the hall in- 
cluded William C. Cusack, repre- 
senting the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Engineer James Wakefield 
and Police Chief Charles J. Har- 
rold. 

Mr. Littleton summed up the 
School Committee’s position on re- 
districting. He said that redis- 
tricting is not a new problem. 
Committees have been considering 
it for some time, due to increased 
enrollments in some schools and 
available unused space in others. 

The Committee, he said, appre- 
ciates the parents reluctance to 
have their children taken from a 
familiar school and known teachers 
and sent to a new school over an 
unfamiliar route to encounter dif- 
ferent teachers. 

He asked the parents to appre- 
ciate the School Committee’s prob- 
lem. The Committee, he said, can 
not concern itself only with con- 
ditions affecting one school. Rather, 
they must consider the entire school 
system, considering all the pupils, 
all the teachers and all the plants, 
which it is their duty to operate at 
maximum efficiency, both from the 
educational standpoint and from 
the standpoint of the taxpayers.

He was 
graduated from Winchester High 
School in 1937 and from Harvard 
with the degree of A. B., in 1941. 
He served in the United States 
Army from 1942 to 1945 and then 
entered Lehigh University where 
he received the Master of Arts de- 
gree in 1947. He received his Doc- 
torate from the University of 
Chicago in 1949. 

Before going to Colorado Dr. 
Nardin was educational advisor for 
the American Unit at the Univer- 
sity of Grenoble, France; an in- 
structor in the Franco-American 
Institute at the University of Dijon, 
France; and graduate assistant in 
English at Lehigh University. He 
also was an instructor in the home 
study department of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

Dr. Nardin is a member of the 
Modern Language Association and 
the National Council of Teachers 
of English. He has served as a 
member of two evaluation commis- 
sions for the National Council of 
Touchers of English and has ap- 
peared as a speaker before pro- 
fessional societies und organiz- 
ations.

SCHOOL PUPILS X-RAYED 


Three hundred Junior students 
of the Winchester High School and 
school personnel of the Winchester 
Schools were x-rayed on May 5th 
in the chest x-ray program spon- 
sored by the Winchester Tuber- 
culosis Comm., the Winchester 
School Dept., and the Middlesex 
Health Dept. This program was 
under the supervision of Mrs. Har- 
low Russell, chairman of the Win- 
chester Tuberculosis Committee, 
Dr. William D. Barone, School Phy- 
sician, and Mr. Joseph Fitti, Health 
Educator of the Middlesex Health 
Association. 

Chest x-rays were offered to the 
juniors and school personnel free 
of charge. This is one of the pro- 
grams supported by the annual 
Christmas Seal Sale of the Win- 
chester Tuberculosis Committee. 

This year all school personnel 
were invited to have chest x-rays 
at the high school. Under the state 
law, all individuals working in 
schools are required to have a chest 
x-ray every three years. Next 
year, as in the past, school per- 
sonnel may fulfill this requirement 
by reporting to the Middlesex 
County Sanatorium in Waltham. 

Reports on the students’ chest 
x-rays will go directly to Dr. Barone 
who in turn will notify the family 


physicians of any questionable 
findings. School personnel will re- 
ceive a report mailed to their 
homes. 

Chest x-rays are an important 
part of periodic physical examin- 
ations to help discover any unknown 
chest condition.

That repeated “Ping” you have 
been hearing of late, like the sound 
of a huge gong, with echoes and 
re-echoes, according to what part 
of the town you happen to be in, j 
is the big power hammer driving , 
the steel beams for the trestle that 
is to carry the temporary tracks 
for the trains while the overhead 
is being built through town. This 
is actually the beginning of this 
great project, and brother, it is 
only the beginning! 


The hearing on redistricting 
Monday evening would seem to re- 
solve itself into whether the School 
Committee’s concern for what it 
believes to be something less than 
an ideal situation from the stand- 
point of education at the Mystic 
School, due to overcrowding, is to 
take precedence over the concern 
of parents whose children are to be 
transferred from this school for 
. the safety of their offspring who 
must cross through what the 
parents believe are some extremely 
hazardous intersections on their 
way to their new school home at 
the Lincoln building. There could 
be little doubt that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Mystic parents 
at Monday’s hearing were willing 
to assume the educational risk 
rather than the traffic hazard, which 
they believe the construction of the 
railroad overhead and diversionary 
highway through the Skillings es- 
tate will greatly intensify. The 
school authorities on the other 
hand showed little inclination to 
accept the parents premise that the 
overcrowding of classes at the Mys- 
tic is not too bad to live with, at 
least temporarily, or until more is 
known about what the traffic prob- 
lem will be. It is always difficult 
for emotional and logical view- 
points to find a common ground. 
The Mystic parents feeling is dic- 
tated by a very natural fear for 
the safety of their youngsters. The 
School Committee views the redis- 
tricting problem primarily from the 
standpoint of the efficient use of 
two school buildings to provide the 
best possible education for the 
pupils and working conditions for 
the teachers. The School Commit- 
tee did however express sympathy 
for the feeling of the parents whose 
children face redistricting, and the 
Chairman ended the hearing by 
saying that if the Committee finds, 
after conference with State and 
local traffic authorities, that the 
hazard is as great as the parents 
believe, he is confident that the 
Committee will not subject the 
children to such danger. 


efficiently more than twenty-five 
children, hence the ratio 25 to 1. 

In order to approximate that 
teaching Utopia, the School Com- 
mittee, after much diligent study 
and exhaustive research uncovered 
a redistricting plan whereby 65 
children from the Mystic School 
and 39 from the Lincoln School 
were to he sidetracked from rela- 
tively safe walks to school and 
forced to brave traffic conditions 
of inestimable risks to gain the 
same education. 

Repeatedly this question, or one 
of similar significance was asked, 
especially of Dr. Gilson; and in all 
the long defense not once was it 
even dignified with the answer one 
would expect from those to whom 
the education of our children is of 
prime concern: “Is there any yard- 
stick, test, method, proof or any 
other means to ascertain that a 
child in a Winchester public school 
not fortunate enough to be in a 
select 25-to-l ratio class is ut a dis- 
tinct disadvantage educationally? 
Have you any way of knowing 
definitely that a junior high school 
pupil today is a better or a poorer 
student because as an elementary 
school pupil in Winchester public 
schools he was not in the choice 
25-to-l ratio class?” No answer 
yet : 

Further to this now legendary 
25-to-l ratio, Dr. Gilson in his re- 
marks stated that before he came 
to Winchester, said ratio had been 
established by policy of the school 
committee and he, as our agent, 
was committed to maintain as near- 
ly as possible that ratio in every 
classroom, and that as be recruited 
new teachers for Winchester, he 
could and did use that 25-to-l ratio 
as a talking point. 

Later on in his discourse, how- 
ever, our superintendent said that 
when the school committee submit 
ted its budget before the town 
meeting for approval, it was figur- 
ed on the 25-to-l ratio because we 
the taxpayers demanded it! 

Now, I’d be willing to bet that 
before this redistricting controver- 
sy began, there wasn’t one person 
in one hundred in this town who 
could even have guessed the ratio, 
and not even one in ten of our 
elected town meeting members who 
knew what it was. 

So, is the ratio a committee poli 
ey, is it a taxpayers’ policy, and 
more important still, in actually 
how many elementary rooms in the 
Winchester public schools does this 
, ratio exist and what percentage 
are those rooms to the total num- 
ber of rooms in the elementary 
system ? 

To summarize then, the whole 
time-consuming, expensive project 
resolves simply to this: is it the 
humane, understanding, education- 
ally sound and safety-wise policy 
of the school committee and the 
superintendent of schools to up 
root, maladjust, reroute and sub 
ject to what could well be fatal 
hazards 104 little children — just to 
try, and still fail, to maintain a 
phantom figure of 26 to 1. 

All of us feel absolutely certain 
that even the teachers temporarily 
involved in handling more than 26 
young hoys and girls would gladly 
do so rather than feel that even 
one little one was hurt because 
they, as teachers, insisted their ra- 
tio be lowered.

Ladies and GenUemen: 

At the public hearing tonight at 
the Lincoln School, during which 
the arguments concerning the re- 
districting of the Mystic, Lincoln 
and Washington Schools were for 
the most part ably presented, the 
three hours of verbiage when con- 
densed seemed to prove that an al- 
leged problem existed consisting of 
two main points: ( 1 ) that education 
at the Mystic School would function 
ideally at a 25-to-l ratio and (2) 
that tiler** is now and will continue 
to be a frightening tralfic hazard 
created unnecessarily for 104 hith- 
erto unaffected children. 

The word “alleged” is purpose- 
fully used in tla* above paragraph, 
because after listening attentively 
to the School Committee represent- 
ed by Mr. Earle Littleton, chair- 
man, Mrs. Sara Woodward, ex- 
chairman, and Dr. Harry Gilson, 
secretary and superintendent of 
schools, it became more apparent 
to the majority present that tla* 
•‘problem” was merely one created 
by a “group of experts” far remov- 
ed from Winchester who decided 
that no teacher in an elementary 
school should he expected to teach

The School Committee, he ex- 
plained, wishes to operate its 
schools on the ratio of 25 pupils 
to one teacher, the ratio recom- 
mended by professional experts in 
the field of education as ideal. The 
Committee does not agree with a 
statement attributed to a former 
School Committee that the Mystic 
School can “comfortably” accom- 
modate 420 pupils. Federal educa- 
tion figures pertaining to space 
with relation to pupils place the 
maximum for the Mystic at 342 
pupils, Mr. Littleton said, and old 
rooms in the Mystic Building, de- 
signed according to space standards 
for 19 pupils are now housing from 
28 to 36 pupils. Undesirable fea- 
tures of this crowding are such 
matters as lack of legal aisle space 
and teacher inability to use certain 
desirable techniques not adaptable 
to groups over the advised ratio. 

Mr. Littleton frankly admitted 
that it might be necessary to accept 
such conditions and live with them, 
but in the present instance the Com- 
mittee feels, with space available 
at both the Lincoln and Washington 
buildings, it is not necessary, and 
that by redistricting the wanted 
ratio of 25 pupils to one teacher 
can he realized. 

The Committee takes the posi 
tion, Mr. Littleton said, that its 
members have been elected to carry 
out the educational policies of the 
town, and the town’s policy in the 
matter of teacher-pupTl ratio is 
based on the 25-1 figure. This can 
he demonstrated by the fact that 
each addition that has been made 
to existing schools, or new school 
building, is designed to maintain 
that ratio. 

The enrollment figures for the 
Mystic, on which the School Com- 
mittee has based its redistricting 
plans, are those of the principal, 
Mr. Forte, and the Committee feels 
that these figures and the size of 
many of the rooms at Mystic have 
made it seem wise to adopt redis- 
tricting in order to give pupils at 
the Mystic equal educational oppor- 
tunity with pupils in other build- 
ings, to permit teachers to use 
their best teaching techniques 
there and to operate the entire 
school system at maximum effi- 
ciency. 

Present figures call for 65 pupils 
to he transferred from the Mystic 
School to the Lincoln School and 
39 will go from the Lincoln to the 
Washington Building. The new 
Mystic School line will roughly ex- 
tend along Main street and include 
the territory easterly, both sides 
of Prospect street and right 
through Prospect street extension 
and Ledgewood road to South 
Border road. It had first been 
planned to have the district wester- 
ly of Muin street as far us Mystic 
avenue included in the Lincoln 
School district, hut the Committee 
had revised its thinking here be- 
cause of the distance children in 
that area would have to travel to 
the Lincoln. 

Mr. Barlow', who with Mr. Nowell 
and Mr. Frazier, conducted a survey 
for the Mystic parents opposing 
the redistricting plan, spoke first 
for the opposition. He stated thut 
the basic objection of the group he 
represented is that of the danger 
to the children who must cross 
several hazardous intersections 
under unusual conditions on their 
way from their homes to the Lin- 
coln School. There are, he said 
sufficient traffic hazards children 
must encounter without adding un- 
necessary ones, especially of such 
magnitude as those promise to be 
in connection wdth the new street 
layouts between the Mystic area 
and the Lincoln school, particular- 
ly during the contruction period, 

Quoting Department of Public 
Works figures he said traffic on 
Washington street alone will be in- 
creased by 6,000 cars, bringing the 
figure at the library from approxi- 
mately 9,000 cars to 15,000, or 75 
percent of the traffic on new Route 
128. 

Emphasizing the traffic hazard, 
he said the Department of Public 
Works wants to get traffic through 
Winchester on Route 38 more quick- 
ly, which will pose another problem 
for the youngsters going from the 
old Mystic area to the Lincoln 
School. In another year, Mr. Bar- 
low- said, conditions may be so 
stabilized that Hteps can be taken 
to make traffic conditions for the 
children safer, hut that at present, 
with no one knowing what these 
traffic conditions are to he, parents 
of children facing these new 
hazards, which are just commenc- 
ing, feel this is no time to have 


children start contending with them : 
unless it is absolutely necessary. I 
The Mystic parents opposed to 
redistricting do not believe such a 
drastic step is necessary right now. 
They do not, Mr. Barlow said, dis- 
pute the problem existing at the 
Mystic, but they do dispute the 
statement that the present over- 
crowding will continue. 

The survey he and Messrs. Nowell 
and Frazier conducted brought to 
light no evidence to support the 
School Committee’s statement that 
large families are moving into 
older type houses in town to create 
crowded school conditions. Their 
investigation found that the 
families living in older type houses 
in tow*n are below the national 
average numerically. 

Their survey showed, Mr. Barlow 
said, that tw-o factors, postponed 
w’ur manages and boom building, 
are responsible for the increased 
enrollment at Mystic School and it 
is his own, and his associates 
opinion that these two factors are 
not going to opeiate in the future. 

Mystic School, he said, may well 
have experienced its greatest pres- 
sure, though he admitted that this 
opinion could be wrong. 

If however, building continues to 
increase, he said, we can not have 
any 25-1 ratio w-ithout building 
mote schools. 

The School Committee, he felt, is 
faced with the choice of two evils, 
the crowding of the Mystic School 
above desirable educational ratios 
or subjecting more than 100 chil- 
dren to increased traffic hazards at 
a time W’hen these hazards are like- 
ly to he unusuully severe. 

The parents he represented in 
the survey believe the slight crowd 
ing to be definitely the lesser of the 
two evils. 

Mr. Barlow then asked the School 
Committee if there is evidence that 
Mystic School pupils are getting 
poorer educations than those in 
schools where the 25-1 ratio can 
he maintained. He further asked if 
there is pressure for redistricting 
from parents who believe their 
children are suffering educationally 
for this reason. If so, he said, and 
the Committee finds them to he in 
the majority, then the Committee 
has a clear mandate to do some- 
thing at once. 

It was Mr. Barlow’s belief that 
the School Committee should get 
the consensus of the hearing on the 
redistricting and if the consensus 
should be that nothing should he 
done immediately, then the Com- 
mittee should be governed by that 
opinion. 

^ Mr. Barlow admitted the School 
Committee can do as it wishes 
about redistricting, hut he said the 
committee members are elected to 
represent the town and conse- 
quently should heed the wishes of 
the people who elect them. 

The speaker expressed himself as 
concerned with the School Commit, 
tee’s entire lack of reference to the 
traffic hazard in Mr. Littleton’s 
opening summation, and also with 
the chairman’s statement, “This is 
the Way it is Going to Be”. He 
hoped, he said, the School Commit- 
tee has an open mind, since they 
had promised this group no action 
would be taken until after un open 
meeting. 

Parents opposing redistricting 
believe, Mr. Barlow said, the School 
Committee, superintendent of 
Schools and teachers can live with 
the present Mystic conditions for 
another year, or until the traffic 
question is more clarified. If, how- 
ever, the Committee still feels 
something must be done now, there 
are alternatives to redistricting it 
could consider, such as having new- 
comers to the Mystic district who 
have created the crowding problem 
transport their children to the Lin- 
coln School, provide buses for this 
group, giving those parents who 
believe their pupils are suffering 
educationally at the Mystic be- 
cause of overcrowding the oppor- 
tunity to send their children to 
the Lincoln or Washington Schools 
and finally permitting those 
parents primarily concerned with 
the traffic hazard to risk the faulty 
educational conditions at Mystic 
and have their children remain 
there. 

In summing up Mr. Barlow made 
it clear that his group does not 
propose any of those alternatives 
as a permanent solution, hut ns 
purely temporary, for a yen, 
until the traffic question is settled 
The proposul to have those o ( 
cupying the new houses in the Mys- 
tic District be the ones to he 
joe ted to redistricting, regardless 
of where they live, was not w t .|| 
received, and later in the meeting 
Mr. Barlow explained that this p,o 
posal emanated from the Sclm<»| 
Committee and was not the idea of 
those making the survey. 

Pressed by Mr. Littleton for the 
identity of the Committee meinbei 


making this proposal, Mr. Barlow 
named Mr. Barnard, who explained 
that his remark had been misunder- 
stood and that he intended the sur- 
vey committee to understand that 
this proposal had been made to the 
School Committee. It was not the 
Committee’s idea. 

There was really little added to 
the remarks of Mr. Littleton and 
Mr. Barlow. Mr. Cusack bespoke 
the Selectmen’s desire to do every- 
thing possible to ensure the safety 
of the redistricted children and all 
other children in town. He admit- 
ted that plans for the new construc- 
tion are not yet complete and he 
hesitated to give false assurances 
of any kind. He did promise that 
any suggestion bearing upon the 
traffic safety problem will have the 
most serious consideration of the 
Selectmen. 

Chief Harrold had little to add 
to Mr. Cusuck’s remarks, stating no 
one can predict what the new traffic 
conditions will be in Winchester, 
but reporting that his department 
now has permission to post Main 
street against speeding, which 
“may” help. He, like Mr. Cusack, 
pledged his department to do every- 
thing possible to keep the children 
safe on their way to and from 
school, reminding the meeting that 
the local police have an excellent 
record in this respect. 

Dr. Gilson explained the 25-1 
ratio as the best thinking of edu- 
cational experts and stated that it 
had been stated to him when he 
came to Winchester as the School 
Committee’s policy. As a conse- 
quence when he found this policy 
not being observed in one school 
with another building having un- 
used space, he felt it his duty to 
recommend readjusting the pupil 
load to get maximum efficiency at 
both buildings. 

He stated that the town can vote 
to discontinue the 25-1 ratio, if it 
is the wish of the people, but the 
policy should be consistently ap- 
plied or not applied to all schools, 
not just one or two. Teachers, he 
said, had definite ideas of the num- 
bers they can teach efficiently, and 
one of the questions new teachers 
always ask is “How many will I 
have to teach?” 

Finally Dr. Gilson said he was 
concerned with the safety of all the 
pupils of Winchester, not just those 
of any one school, and added that 
the traffic conditions the Mystic 
parents are objecting to seem likely 
to he permanent, and not for only 
a limited time. 

Mrs. Woodward, former chairman 
of the committee, undertook to tell 
the meeting about the Wyman re- 
districting. A point of order was 
raised and the meeting became 
vocally so opposed to listening to 
that topic that Mr. Littleton had 
to threaten to close the hearing to 
permit her to he heard. 

The gist of her remarks was that 
the town is faced with redistricting 
or erecting another building and 
the Committee has felt that the 
town would not wish to assume the 
expense of a new school when there 
is unused space available in present 
buildings. 

This about summed up the Com- 
mitte’s position, though Mr. Little 
ton did make it clear that the Com- 
mittee had taken no definite action 
in advance of Monday’s hearing, 
that his remarks simply represented 
the Committee’s thinking to then, 
and that the subject matter of the 
hearing would be given careful con- 
sideration before a decision is final- 
ly arrived at. 

Going further, he said, speaking 
for himself, that if the Committee 
is convinced by the Department of 
Public Works, Selectmen and Police 
that the traffic hazard in connection 
with redistricting is as grave as the 
opponents claim, the Committee 
would not be likely to subject the 
children to that risk. 

Many parents spoke at the hear- 
ing. None identified him or her- 
self, and many were not known to 
the reporter. Among those he did 
know were Mr. Nowell, Mr. Frazier, 
Mr. French, Mr. Ellis, Mr. Moore, 
Mrs. Miller, Mr. Haley, Mrs. Efrom- 
son, Mr. Zimmerman, Mr. Carleton, 
Mr. LaTorella, Mr. Barnes and Mr. 
Ilewis. 

Most of these expressed them- 
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selves as much more concerned with 
the traffic hazard in connection with 
redistricting than in the lack of 
educational efficiency. One father 
stated he would much rather put 
up with a few more pupils than is 
deemed ideal in classrooms than to 
subject his small daughter to what 
he firmly belives will be the great- 
est traffic hazard Winchester has 
yet encountered. 

Mr. Barnes felt that the redis- 
tricting problem is not a matter of 
any one location, and offered for 
the School Committee’s consider- 
ation the town’s expressed desire 
for safety as evidenced by its vote 
to raise the tracks through town to 
do away with the grade crossing 
danger. 

Mr. Hewis spoke for the children 
of Tufts and Nathaniel roads and 
Harvard street who are to be 
moved from the Lincoln School to 
the Washington building. In view 
of the School Committee’s figures 
that the Lincoln can accommodate 
102 more pupils, as he said, and 
only 65 are to be transferred there 
from the Mystic School, he could 
find no justification for the Com- 
mittee’s plan to send 39 Lincoln 
pupils to the Washington, thereby 
subjecting them to the necessity of 
crossing two of the worst streets 
in town. 

Throughout the meeting those 
opposing the redistricting sought 
vainly to have the School Commit- 
tee submit evidence that the Mystic 
pupils are getting a poorer educa- 
tion because of the crowded con- 
ditions there. 

Finally, in reply to this question, 
reiterated by Mr. Haley, Dr. Gil- 
son did say that when the ratio was 
greater than 25-1 the pupils could 
not receive as much individual in- 
struction and consequently it is 
his belief that their education is 
to that extent poorer. 

No vote was taken at any time 
during the meeting, though many 
obviously wanted one. There were 
parents from all three school dis- 
tricts present, hut many went home 
after Mr. Littleton assured an 
anxious mother that no pupil in the 
Washington district would have to 
leave that school. 

Another thing that seemed to 
puzzle many was the fact that over- 
crowding by a few pupils is so 
deplored at the Mystic while in 
other schools there are combination 
classes of two grades, often held 
up by school committees in the past 
as most undesirable.

tinctive name until 1916, when it 
became the "Club of Record 
Clerks,’’ and later changed the 
name to "Association of Record 
Clerks.” Many famous doctors, 
such as Dr. Harvey Cushing, Dr. 
Richard Cabot and others, were in- 
terested in this little group, lec- 
tured to them and guided them in 
the early stages of their work. This 
club eventually became the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Medical 
Record Librarians. 

Dr. Malcolm T. MacEachern, di- 
rector of hospital activities of the 
American College of Surgeons, had 
been advised of the work of this 
group of women in Boston.

From the standpoint of enter- 
tainment, “Affairs of State” is an 
engrossing play. The plot, to be 
sure, is a bit preposterous, but it 
does provide meaty parts for all 
concerned, which, after all, is what 
a plot is for. From a technical 
standpoint it is skillfully written. 
The end of Act II poses a situation 
that seems almost impossible of 
solution, throwing the interest for- 
ward to the final act, where the 
author has contrived an ending that 
leaves everyone happy, or nenrly 
so. No small feat, this, and we’ll 
bet he had plenty of trouble with 
his third act before arriving at its 
present perfection. Moreover, that 
a native-born Frenchman, in his 
first play in English, could so 
thoroughly capture the Washing- 
ton political scene, say nothing of 
the American idiom, is little short 
of marvelous. Too, the dialogue 
throughout has a gentle and witty 
humor, spiced with many nuggets 
of human wisdom. 

Marian Blake is fast becoming 
our favorite actress. It is hard to 
think what the Players would do 
without her. All her characters are 
sharply contrasted, endowed with 
feminine charm, and limned with 
a skill bordering on the profession- 
al. One needs but to recall her 
“prissy” governess of “The Impor- 
Itance of Being Earnest,” her bur- 
lesque queen in “I Killed the 
Count,” and her demure Irene of 
the present vehicle, blossoming in- 
to triumphant womanhood, to ap- 
preciate this. (Sometime we hope 
to see her as Liza in Shaw’s “Pyg- 
malion!) We thought the scene 
where she weighed the advantages 
of her new “job,” listed its require- 
ments, and laid down the terms of 
her contract, was a gem of comedy 
acting. (And how she can use her 
[eyes!) 

In the role of George Henderson, 
“Doc” Pollard, one of The Players 
I seasoned troopers, ran the prover- 
bial “gamut” of emotions. It was 
a real test of bis powers, and we 
must admit that he took it'in stride; 
his touch was firm and sure, his 
gestures and facial expressions al- 
ways adequate. We thought he hit 
a high point in the scene where 
Constance leaves him alone with 
Irene to explain the terms of her 
contract. Here his portrayal of 
successive emotions of surprise, in- 
I credulity, embarrassment, and

dawning admiration was something 
to see. 

In the unsympathetic role of a 
scheming wife, Leonore Gamage 
did her usual expert job. Her 
Constance was the typical society 
woman, distinguished, stylish, pos- 
sessed of great personal charm, but 
caught in a web of circumstance 
that called into play all her native 
tact and resourcefulness. Her im- 
personation was carefully worked 
out, and her mingled reactions to 
the Irene episode were human and 
true. Her facial expressions — par- 
ticularly in her silent scenes — were 
outstanding, nnd conveyed worlds 
of meaning. 

It was a real pleasure to see Har- 
lan Grant in action on our stage. 
The director’s part in a production, 
indispensable as it is, is peculiarly 
unrewarding in audience reaction, 
and we welcomed the opportunity 
to render tribute for his splendid 
work. To combine acting nnd dir- 
ecting is no fun, and involved 
patriotic cooperation on his part. 
His portrayal of the aging states- 
man and retired Secretary of State 
was polished to the smallest detail, 
and his connivings in his own be- 
half were a constant delight. In- 
cidentally, we shall not soon forget 
his exposition of why Americans 
vote for their candidates! 

John Lathrop brought an appeal- 
ing human note to the role of Secre- 
tary of State. His frank sincerity, 
and warm and engaging personality 
heightened the scenes in which he 
took part. His ease nnd natural- 
ness almost made one forget that 
he was acting. 

Robert Dickson made a hand- 
some, discreet, and generally un 
obstrusive butler. His one impul 
sive outburst was all the more en- 
joyable. 

The new draperies made their 
debut, and the impressionist sketch- 
es of Washington and environs by 
Todd Wallis attracted much atten- 
tion. A special word of apprecia- 
tion must be given the lovely stage 
setting, so kindly designed for us 
by Mrs. Samoiloff. 

In sheer entertainment value, the 
three plays produced this season 
were surely tops, and make worthy 
additions to The Players’ now ex- 
tensive repertory.

MV. GIUETrS CHURCH 
ACQUIRES ARGENT VESTMEHTS 


“Antique rose colored priestly 
eucharistic vestments, piously and 
painstakingly hand woven and em- 
broidered by forgotten artisans and 
artists in France or Spain in the 
day when Columbus was discovering 
the New World are now being used 
in Peoria at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, Main and Monroe streets. 

“Since rose-colored vestments are 
worn on only two Sundays in the 
church year — one Sunday in Lent 
and one in Advent — the Rev. Gor- 
don E. Gillett, rector of St. Paul’s, 
who bought the vestments in 
France, expects them to last a long 
time — maybe, with proper care, an- 
other 450 years. They were worn 
at two celebrations of the eucharis- 
tic last Sunday, known liturgically 
as Laetare Sunday, at the church 
“The set, consisting of a chas- 
uble, maniple, and stole, is made 
from a stiff, hand-woven damask, 
with the orphreys embroidered on in 
beautiful antique silver wire. The 
pattern of the chasuble is French 
or Spanish, rather than the familiar 
Gothic generally used in Anglican 
churches. 

“The back is therefore square and 
almost clumsy, while the front of 
the chasuble is short, almost like 
a bib. At the ends of the maniple 
and stole are flaring decorated ends. 
All the garments are very stiff, ap- 
parently from some heavy inner 
lining. The lining which shows is 
badly worn and, in places, some- 
what discolored, but the outside of 
the vestments is in excellent stage 
of preservation. The silver has re- 
acted well to silver polish and the 
decorations give off warm reflec- 
tions of altar lights. 

“Father Gillett purchased the 
vestments in the little town of 
Chamonix at the foot of Mt. Blanc, 
in eastern France. He toured 
France last summer. 

“ ‘The vestments were offered for 
sale in a little shop in the village,’ 
he said. ‘When I asked the price 
the proprietor said about 2600 
francs, or the equivalent of about 
$8 in American money. Another 
man in the shop protested the low 
price. I wanted the vestments, so 
finally told the shopkeeper I would 
pay up to $25 in American money 
for them. He wouldn’t sell, and we 
left without getting them.’ 

“ ‘I left my name and address. 
In December of last year I had a 
letter from the shopkeeper. The 
vestments were still for sale and 
the price was still about $8. 1 sent 
the money. The vestments came/ 

“According to Father Gillett the 
vestments were made sometime be- 
tween 1476 and 1626.” 

Ed. Note: Mr. Cole, to whom we 
are indebted for the above, is the 
son of the late George B., and Nel- 
lie (Cutting) Cole. He grew up in 
town on Mystic avenue, graduated 
from High School in 1916 and sub- 
sequently from Dartmouth. He 
started newspaper work with the 
Christian Science Monitor, later 
was with the Fitchburg paper, be- 
fore becoming public relations and 
publicity director of Clark Univer- 
sity. He has done much govern- 
ment work in Washington, and last 
July joined the Department of 
Agriculture, being sent to Peoria 
as technical editor for the Agricul- 
t u r e Research Administration 
August 3.

Pacious told the police he was 
headed north on Pine street and 
making a left turn into Wildwood 
street when he saw the girl ap- 
proaching him from the left, pos- 
sibly from the sidewalk or from 
behind a parked machine. He stop- 
ped his car, but she was unable to 
stop her bike and ran into his 
bumper, being thrown to the 
ground. 

Pacious said he talked with 
Emily’s parents, who were visiting 
in the neighborhood. Emily com- 
plained of a sore knee after the 
accident. 


After conferences with the town’s 
taxi operators the Board of Select- 
men has revised the schedule of 
taxi rates and zoned the town to 
provide a basis, not only for rates 
from the center to various destin- 
ations, but also for charges when a 
fare is taken from one zone to an- 
other. 

Roughly the town has been 
divided into five zones. Zone 1 
coming southerly from the Stone- 
ham line, crosses Forest street 
through Chisholm road to Calvary 
Cemetery. The straight fare from 
the railroad station to this zone is 
75 cents. 

Zone 2 extends southerly from 
Zone 1 and includes north and east 
of Main street from the Medford 
to the Woburn line along Main 
street. The straight fare from the 
station to this zone is 50 cents. 

Zone 3 extends from Zone 2 along 
Grove street and through Canter- 
bury road across the Lake to Rob- 
inson Park and along Cambridge 
street, taking in a part of Myopia 
Hill west of Marycliflf Academy and 
down Westland avenue to Cam- 
bridge street. Also included are both 
sides of Church street from the cen- 
ter to Cambridge street. From the 
station to this zone is also 50 cents. 

Zone 4 extends from Zone 3 
westerly to Arlington street and 
across Park land and the future 
Johnson road to the Woburn line. 
The charge from the Station to this 
zone is 76 cents. 

Zone 5 extends from Zone 4 to 
the Lexington-Wobum line and the 
fare to it from the Station is $1.00. 

These zones are not absolutely 
accurately described, due to the 
crossing of streets and other fact- 
ors. Each taxi is, however, being 
provided with an accurate map 
showing the various zones, so that 
fares may know the established 
rate if there is any doubt. 

In addition to the straight zone 
rate on rides from the station to 
the individual zones, the Selectmen 
have established zone to zone rates 
as follows:

will read as follows: 

Rates 

Sect. 13. Meter rates shall 
he as follows: 

For each 100 cubic feet 
23 cents 


In no case, however, for 
any six months less than 
$4.00, which is a minimum 
rate. 

If a meter fails to register, 
the consumer shall be charg- 
ed upon the basis of the aver- 
age consumption for a cor- 
responding period as shown 
by the meter when in order. 

Said Board may require a 
deposit in case of meter ser- 
vice. 

Said Board shall have the 
right to stop the use of large 
quantities of water for com- 
mercial or special purposes 
whenever in its judgment it 
is necessary to conserve the 
water for domestic uses. 

No charge shall be made 
for water used through fix- 
tures which are installed sole- 
ly for protection aguinst 
lire.

BORDEN'S NEW 
ICE CREAM PLANT OPENED 


Representatives of the Star' 
were among the large gathering at , 
the formal opening of Borden’s Ice 
Cream Plant at 16 Conn street in 
Woburn, Monday evening. 

The big brick and gleaming white 
cement plant with its lush green 
lawns and spacious parking space, 
makes an attractive picture as you 
approach along Conn street, and is 
a distinct asset to its immediate 
neighborhood and the city of Wo- 
burn. 

Inside, once you wore by the wel- 
coming plant officials, headed by 
C. F. Higginbotham, general man- 
ager; Janies T. Dillon, sales man- 
ager; and Thomas Stefany, man- 
ager, and had signed the two guest 
hooks, you moved out into a plant 
that shouted “cleanliness and effi- 
ciency.” 

Everything was spotless. The 
oat-off -the-floor” expression of the 
old fashioned New England house- 
wife seemed most apropos and our 
mothers and grandmothers would 
have beamed approval of the at- 
tractive layout nnd the bustling 
employees in their crisp white uni- 
forms. 

The Woburn plant is the newest 
and most modern of its kind in New 
England. Construction was com- 
pleted in the summer of 1953 and 
the final installation of equipment 
was finished this spring. Employ- 
ing 100 persons, the plant has an 
annual production capacity of 2,- 
000,000 gallons of ice cream, which 
is sold in all six New England 
States. 

Some 140 different ice cream 
items and flavors are made, ap- 
proximately two-thirds of which is 
packaged and the remainder, bulk. 
All sorts of novelty items like ice 
cream pies and factory-filled cones 
are made. 

You’ll find no hand stirring, mix- 
ing or cranking in this modern 
plant’s operation. Equipment like 
300-gallon pasteurizers, 650 gallon 
homogenizers and 3,000 gallon mix- 
storage tanks help produce the 
purest, smoothest ice cream pos- 
sible. Continuous automatic freez- 
ers change fluid mix into ice cream. 
Automatic fillers are used to fill 
packages which move along to a 
hardening tunnel and then into a 
hardening room so thut the ice 
cream will not he soft when deliver- 
ed. Refrigerated trucks with built- 
up conveyor belts make loading 
from the plant an easy operation. 

At the rear of the big plant last 
Monday were Elsie t>u* Cow and her 
son, Beauregard. Elsie, like the 
world traveler she is, seemed frank- 
ly bored with the attention she was 
receiving, hut Beauregard was 
more interested in the visitors, and 
seemed itching to have some one 
scratch his small head for awhile. 

Elsie is staying for the public 
inspection of the plant in Woburn 
which opened yesterday and con- 
tinues today from 1 to 10 p. m. 
She’s worth a trip to Woburn to 
see, and the story of her origin is 
interesting. 

Previous to the New York 
World’s Fair Borden’s had been 
using a fictitious cow named Elsie 
for advertising, and at the fair the 
company displayed dozens of Elsie’s 
caricatures and representations. 

The visitors to the fair wanted 
to see Elsie and when they showed 
no interest in the models and cari- 
catures, Borden’s chose a real cow 
from the 150 they had at the fair, 
named her Elsie and on display 
she went. 

More than 14 million people saw 
Elsie at the New York Fair in 1939 
and 1940. Since that time she has 
traveled all over the country and 
her list of visitors now numbers 
more than 30,000. 

That number will be increased by 
their Woburn showing this week. 
Elsie and Beauregard will appear 
in their famous barn colonial bou- 
doir, a six ton affair including El- 
sie’s “spool” bed and Beauregard’s 
play-pen corral. 

In addition to seeing Elsie and 
Beauregard, visitors will get a 
chance to see ice cream made the 
modern way and to sample it right 
after it is made. There will also 
he Elsie souvenirs for the young- 
ters.

25 Sunset rond, 1 Parker rond 161 
and 196 Forest street, 321, 390 and 
384 Highland avenue, 24 Park rond, 

1 1 Governor’s avenue, 34 Oneida 
road, 10 Marchnnt road, 26 Kenwin 
road, 38 Park avenue, and 3 nnd 9 
Fellsdale (’lose. Of these the Foley 
home on Kenwin rond was among 
the worst, there being two feet of 
water in the cellar there nnd the 
men pumping for more than an 
hour and n half. 

From a number of these homes 
there came a second call, and on 
Monday the Fire Department had 
to return to the M archant Toad 
home before 8 o’clock. The men 
also went to 33 Tufts road, 36 High 
street, 390 Highland, again, also to 
3 Cutting street, and 25 Manches- 
ter road. Wherever there were 
cellar holes in low areas they were 
well filled. 

Fire Chief James Callahan suc- 
ceeded in getting another sump 
pump Monday and this was pressed 
into service after bein tested. Calls 
came from Christie McDonald’s, 
Myron Bei low’s and the Vernon 
Shoe Clinic, ns well ns from the 
First National Stores, where n had 
flooding condition was reported. 
There was water in the cellar of 
both the National Bank and Star 
Buildings, but the flooding there 
was not as had as it has been on 
other occasions. The cellars of the 
Winchester News Co., and adjacent 
stores were flooded again. Con- 
siderable loss of stock was reported 
at Berlow’s. 

Shore road was under water and 
had to he shut off. Cutting street 
was also flooded and Washington 
street was covered with water from 
curbing to curbing at Nelson street 
and Eaton street. At Hancock 
street Sunday morning the water 
came down the hill like a freshet, 
running across Washington street 
and down Oak street. 

Leonard Field Pool overflowed 
and the water flowed over into 
homes at Tufts and Nathaniel 
roads. 

Stones and debris were washed 
down from the high land along 
streets generally, and especially 
along Pond street between the Wo- 
burn Parkway and Cambridge 
street, and on Cambridge street at 
Myopia Hill road the Highway 
crews had to clear away stones and 
gravel. Highland avenue was 
flooded at several places between 
Governor’s avenue and Kenwin 
road. 

The Aberjona was badly swollen 
with the water high up on the hanks 
nnd running with a swift current 
all the way from above Mt. Vernon 
street to Bacon street. Many 
watched the high water roar over 
the dam in the center on Sunday 
and Monday. Conditions at Long 
Pond were bad and the waters of 
Horn Pond Brook were high and 
swift, flooding cellars in the area, 
especially that of Mr. John Flaher- 
ty, and overflowing the banks at 
the mounth. There were more than 
three inches of water in the Water 
Department shop at Lake street. 

The mystery of the lost manhole 
on Manchester Field was solved 
Sunday when the great accumula- 
tion of surface water coming down 
the hill from the Junior High 
School caused the cover to be forced 
up from where it had been buried 
several inches under ground.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
DECISIONS 
ON REDISTRICTING 


The School Committee, having given long and careful conside- 
ration to the various problems involved in serving the needs of 
children in the elementary schools, including health and safety 
as well as the educational welfare of the pupils, believes that the 
interests of all children can best be served by adjusting the exist- 
ing boundary lines. Therefore it was VOTED: Mr. Kelly dis- 
senting, that, effective July 1, 1954, the present boundary line 
between the Lincoln and Mystic school districts be altered and 
moved to correspond to a line beginning at the railroad track and 
Main Street and running southerly along the center of Main 
Street to Prospect Street, thence easterly to Highland Avenue 
and thence in a general northeasterly direction to cross Ledge- 
wood Road and continue to South Border Road, so that the Lin- 
coln school district is enlarged to include the area east of Main 
Street including both sides of Prospect Street, both sides of High- 
land Avenue to Prospect Street, and Mason Street and Ledgewood 
Road to the northerly boundary of Lot 7; that the present boundary 
between the Lincoln and Washington school districts be altered 
und moved to correspond to a line beginning at the railroad track 
and Harvard Street, thence running easterly to Washington Street, 
thence southerly along the center of Washington Street to Lincoln 
Street, thence easterly to cross Highland Avenue, so that the 
Washington school district is enlarged to include the area between 
the present boundary line and the new boundary line, including 
both sides of Harvard Street and both sides of Lincoln Street. 

The secretary to the Committee was directed to announce 
publicly the action taken to alter the boundary lines between the 
Mystic, Lincoln and Washington schools, and at the same time to 
announce similar action taken at an earlier meeting altering the 
boundary line between the Noonan and Wyman school districts 
as follows: “To alter the present school district boundary of the 
Wyman and Noonan school districts, effective July 1, 1954, to 
correspond to a line beginning at the junction of Pond und Cam- 
bridge Streets and running easterly through Winter Pond, thence 
along the northeast boundary of Wildwood Cemetery to Wickford 
Road.” 

In making these changes, the School Committee ruled that 
children now enrolled in the 4th and 5th grades of the Wyman 
school affected by redistricting may attend either the Noonnn 
or the Wyman sehool for the completion of their elementary edu- 
cation; that students now attending the 5th grade of the Mystic 
school from the redistricted area may complete their elementary 
education at either Mystic or Lincoln school; and that present 6th 
grude pupils of the Lincoln school affected by redistricting may 
uttend either Lincoln or Washington school. 

VOTED: That the Board of Selectmen be advised: 

(1) Of the decisions on redistricting as voted by the School 
Committee, and: 

(2) Of the confidence the School Committee has that the 
Selectmen will provide adequate protection to school children go- 
ing to and from school, particularly those children attending 
schools located near the area of proposed construction on and ud- 
jacent to Washington Street, and: 

(3) Of the desirability for scheduling such construction (dates 
for which have not been determined) during the summer months 
when school will not be in session. 

VOTED: That the Sehool Committee extends to patrons affected 
by redistricting appreciation for their interest and suggestions, 
and, particularly to Messrs. Edward R. Barlow, Richard H. Frazier 
and Edward 11. Nowell whose studies and report were most help- 
ful to the Committee in its consideration of redistricting problems.

It is a firm belief at Scotland 
Yard, London’s police headquarters, 
that a policeman should not carry 
a gun. 

Neither uniformed “P. C.V* 
(police constables) nor inspectors 
of the C. I. D. — the Yard’s Crim- 
inal Investigation Department — 
normally are armed with more than 
short truncheons. Guns, they feel, 
would only provoke criminals into 
carrying them too. For 125 years 
Scotland Yard men have just walk- 
ed in and captured the crooks. 

Their law enforcement record 
probably has made a block-long 
group of gray stone buildings along 
the Thames Embankment near 
Westminster Abbey the world’s 
most famous police station, the 
National Geographic Society says. 

“Thief-takers” 

Actually the address is New 
Scotland Yard, although the “New” 
is usually forgotten. Old Scotland 
Yard was in Whitehall, where in 
Saxon times the kings of Scotland 
stayed when they came to pay 
homage to the English court. 

In 1749 novelist Henry Fielding, 
appointed London’s first paid po- 
lice magistrate, organized a small 
group of helpers. They became 
known as the “thief-takers.” Not 
until 1829, however, was Scotland 
Yard’s force created under Sir 
Robert Peel. 

This year marks the Yard’s 125th 
anniversary. -So well known has 
its work become that an adminis- 
trative reorganization recently 
made news even in the United 
States. 

Peel’s men were first dubbed 
“Peelers,” and then more familiar 
ly, “Bobbies.” The nickname 
“copper” or “cop” is said to derive 
from copper buttons worn by Peel’s 
force. Today a “copper’s nark” 
in England means a stool pigeon, 
or police informer. 

Scotland Yard is nothing more 
or less than the headquarters of 
the Metropolitan Police of London. 
Technically its jurisdiction covers 
only the 734 square miles of great- 
er London, minus one square mile 
in the middle protected by the City 
of London Police, the Lord Mayor’s 
men. 

If serious crime occurs elsewhere 
in England, however, the local con- 
stable can call for help from Scot- 
land Yard. A “Flying Squad” is 
always ready. If such assistance 
is requested within 24 hours, it’s 
free; otherwise the local govern 
ment has to foot the bill. 

Dial 999 

By simply dialing 999. London- 
ers can be connected directly to 
Scotlund Yard’s Information Room 
Within three minutes, on the aver- 
age, a “Sweeney” — radio patrol car 
will be at the scene. 

The Map Room keeps track not 
only of the location of every police 
car, some disguised as delivery 
trucks, taxis, or private cars, but 
also where all major crimes took 
place over the preceding six 
months. 

Along Scotland Yard’s passages, 
offices with coal-burning fireplaces 
and the famous “Black Museum* 
hold memories of Britain’s worst 
criminals. Jack the Ripper, wife- 
slaying Dr. Crippen, and the 
“Charing Cross Trunk Murderer' 
are only a few. Around the mu- 
seum’s walls hang death masks of 
men excuted for their crimes. 

Scotland Yard’s total force of 
approximately 16,000 men, includ 
ing about 1,400 C. I. D. detectives, 
closely matches the New York Po 
lice Department. Its backbone is 
the dignified, courteous “P. C.,” or 
bobby.

It took 
I the place of an earlier and even 
taller beaver tophat.

It may he of interest to the 
townspeople to know in some detail 
how children’s books are selected 
by Miss Elizabeth Russell, Win- 
chester’s Children’s Librarian. 

The following paper was given by 
Miss Russell at the Spring Meet- 
ing of the New England Children’s 
Book Clinic held in Boston. 

Book Selection For Children 

“We are fortunate, «9 children’s 
librarians to have so many sources 
of reviews available to us — The 
Horn Book, New York Times and 
Herald Tribune Book Sections, Sat- 
urday Review, etc. These do the 
primary job of selection for us, but 
there still remains plenty of read- 
ing for us to do, and let’s face it, 
there is no short cut or substitute 
for that, if we are to make in- 
telligent selections. In the spring 
and fall when the great numbers 
of books come off the presses, we 
feel like Alice running with the 
Queen in the Garden of Live 
Flowers. Running as fast as she 
could, Alice seemed to get nowhere. 
We experience the same feeling 
when confronted with all these 
hooks. But it is like driving a car, 
the more you drive, the more auto- 
matic or instinctive your reactions 
become. So with reading, you be 
come instinctively critical. But if 
we stop and analyse the mechanical 
process of book selection, this is 
what we find we are doing. 

First let us start with the picture 
books. The printed story must ap- 
pear in a simple, clear style and 
well within the child’s understand- 
ing, hut it must also reappear in 
the illustrations, for the small child 
rends the story through the pic- 
tures. For this reason the author 
and illustrator must be in complete 
understanding and harmony to be 
able to create this oneness of 
thought. It is said that a child is 
born without standards upon which 
to judge things, but that he begins 
very early to establish these stand- 
ards. If we give him the highest 
quality in the way of creative de- 
sign and color in his picture books, 
then later when he is faced with

making a choice, he will instinctive- 
ly choose the best. So our respon- 
sibility to the education of children 
begins with out youngest borrower. 

Now when we come to the books 
for older boys and girls — fiction for 
instance, we must take into consid- 
eration the quality of writing — the 
literary value. What is the authors 
purpose in writing and has he at- 
tained it? It is very important in 
this type of book that the charac- 
ters come alive, and that the place 
where the child wanders as he reads 
be wholesome — attractive — and al- 
luring. In proportion as the author 
gives of his originality of material 
and presentation, does the book 
seem to the child like a magic gar- 
den where living people move and 
have their being. To create such 
an atmosphere the author must be- 
lieve in his story and write out of 
sheer enjoyment. Children are 
quick to sense insincerity and will 
have none of it. Humor is a quality 
we are always delighted to find in 
a child’s book for there is nothing 
quite as rewarding as to hear that 
hurst of spontaneous laughter com- 
ing from a child as he sits absorbed 
in his book. That child, we may 
be sure, has learned that “Reading 
is Fun.” But to the practical li- 
brarian, a book must not only be 
readable, but durable, for all too 
well we know the many hands 
through which it must pass. 

Turning to the books of non-fic 
tion, travel, science, history, etc., 
this material must be authentic — 
up to date — and unbiased, and the 
author must indeed be on his mettle 
and know his subject thoroughly to 
present these worlds for the child 
to explore. If the facts are delt 
with as facts, but presented with 
atmosphere, the book will be read 
over and over again by the child. 
Such books are somewhat like 
using our old titterboards or see- 
saws. Within the pages of the book 
the child is carried up into new 
places, from which when he re- 
turns, he says, “I saw.” So it is 
the inevitable See-Saw. 


Having made our evaluation of 
the books at hand, our next consid- 
eration is that of our collection as 
a whole. Where do these books fit 
into that picture. To have a well 
rounded collection, we must have 
a balance of subject material and 
types of books. If these books re- 
present a duplication of material — 
are they better or inferior to other 
books we already have on that sub- 
ject? Then too we must consider 
our school curriculum, and how 
much call we get for a particular 
subject. Every library and com- 
munity is different, so it is up to 
us to know our community and our 
children’s interests. 

Finally we are confronted with 
that old demon who is forever hold- 
ing a whip over our shoulder — 
namely the Budget. Here again 
we must do the balancing act — 
weighing this book against that; 
this edition against that edition, 
with an everpresent consciousness 
of how much money we have left 
to spend. The smaller the budget, 
the more critical we must be. 

Having analysed the mechanical 
steps by which we, as children’s 
librarians select our juveniles, we 
subconsciously revert to intuition. 
Through constant reading, we find 
we have developed critical judg- 
ment, and when all is said and 
done, good judgement is the basis 
of good book selection. 

Libraries furnish the joy of 
reading. The life of a child is in- 
deed poor if no library feeds its 
reading hunger. It must be fed 
by those who know how to meet 
this psychic hunger with the “right 
book for the right child at the 
right time.”

The Radio committee under the 
direction of Mrs. Harry Easton, Jr., 
Mrs. Daniel Beggs, Jr., Co-Chair- 
men and Robert Richmond ham 
operator, have been keeping a busy 
schedule sending messages to men 
and women in service. 

The Ham radio operators handl- 
ing these messages do so on strictly 
a volunteer basis, and it is imper- 
ative that all messages handled he 
non-commercial, and of a type not 
normally sent hy commercial facii 
ities. That is, should you have an 
urgent message that must be de- 
livered and you would normally 
send a telegram, it should not be 
sent by Amateur Radio since it 
would be competing with commer- 
cial service. Messages such 
Christmas greetings, Birthday 
greetings, and one you might nor 
tnnlly put in a letter are types con- 
sidered acceptable. 

When sending messages to those 
in service: 

1. Addresses must be correct 

2. Ranks must be correct 

3. Serial Numbers must be correct 

With regard to delivery time re- 
quired, we have absolutely no con- 
trol over this. On some occasions, 
overseas messages were delivered 
within forty-eight hours. Mes- 
sages have been received in Cali- 
fornia in 24 hours from the time 
they were sent. On the other hand 
there have been occasions where it 
has required more time. 

The type of messages going over- 
seas is usually relayed through 
five or six different stations, and 
each relay exposes the message to 
a chance for error. To eliminate 
possibility or error and to speed 
the service, there are available a 
list of some seventy odd coded 
messages and most Birthday and 
Christmas Greetings fit one of the 
coded messuges.

PATENT TO ROCHOW 


Eugene George Rochow of 25 
Canterbury rood was the recipient 
on May 25, 1954 of U. S. patent 
No. 2,079,500, entitled “Prepar- 
ation of Dimethyl Tin Dichloride 
By Direct Reaction.” 

Dimethyl tin dichloride is a 
chemical composition in the form of 
colorless crystals that melt at a 
temperature of about 225 degrees, 
boil at about 375 degree* Fahren- 
heit, and are soluble in water, 
alcohol and benzene. It is useful 
in the preparation of stabilizers for 
plastic resins, certain paraffins and 
other materials. It is also em- 
ployed as an additive to impart 
improved properties to petroleum 
products. Its production involves 
numerous problems; and it there- 
fore is the object of Mr. Rochow’* 
invention to provide a novel method 
of obtaining the same and especially 
a process by which the yields are 
advantageously improved. 

In other words, in accordance 
with Mr. Rochow’s practice, dime- 
thyl tin dichloride is prepared by 
the reaction of molten tin and gas- 
eous methyl chloride under com- 
paratively high temperatures and 
moderate pressures. (Methyl 
chloride is a colorless, non-corro- 
sive liquefiable gas that is soluble 
in water, alcohol and chloroform 
and is used as a refrigerant and in 
high heat thermometers and for 
medicinal purposes). The reaction 
is desirably carried out between 
temperatures of about 575 and 840 
degrees Fahrenheit; and the gas- 
eous methyl chloride is introduced 
in such a manner that it bubbles up 
through the molten tin which, it 
should be noted, has had small 
amounts of copper and zinc mixed 
therewith. The gaseous product, 
obtained by this process, contains 
the desired dimethyl tin dichloride 
which is separated out by a con- 
densation process. 

In this patent specifications, Mr. 
Rochow describes five examples of 
the practice of his invention, listing 
in detail the ingredients that are 
employed, the equipment that is 
used, and other petinent factors per- 
taining to his procedure. 

This patent has been assigned to 
Metal and Thermit Corporation.

For the next two weeks there 
will be an exhibition at the Library 
Art Gallery of work done by mem- 
bers of elnsses sponsored by the 
Winchester Art Association and 
capably instructed by Mrs. S. Ken- 
nedy Tully assisted by Mrs. Rich- 
ard Kirkpatrick. 

The work does great credit to 
teachers and students, revealing 
the imagination and freedom they 
enjoyed in the class work, great 
diversity of medium and subject 
and individuality of expression. 

One of the most interesting 
mediums is called etching on cray- 
on, which appeared to be a picture 
scratched on a black crayoned back- 
ground in such a way that layers of 
underlying bright color were re- 
vealed. It is a medium of consider- 
able charm and was used with 
ability and restraint. 

Another unusual effect was ob- 
tained by using a sponge to apply 
poster paint. The result is subtle 
und allows a wide range of expres- 
ion with rather an impressionistic 
turn. 

There are also examples of de- 
coupage, poster paint, and sketches 
in pencil and pastel, many showing 
real ability and all having an un- 
affected appreciative approach and 
remarkable taste. A pleasing if al- 
most unconscious humor is evident 
in much of the work, not only in 
the wonderful merry clown, but 
also in animal drawings such as the 
duck, squirrel, etc. Even when the 
form was not entirely accurate, the 
effect of the animal was there. 

Although these youngsters show- 
ed relatively little effect of the 
comic strip type of art, it was evi- 
dent that some of them had ob- 
served and absorbed some contem- 
porary influences of a valid kind, 
suggesting interesting possibilities 
for the future. 

The corner cabinets contain box- 
es decorated in gold leaf and sten- 
ciled Christmas cards also done by 
the classes. 

It is obvious that the members 
of these classes have enjoyed a 
a valuable art experience and have 
become acquainted with every 
pratical form of expression avail- 
able to them. Future art develop- 
ments from these students will 
surely be equally well worth seeing, 
and at least partly due to the in- 
struction given in these classes.

MAYTIME MUSKAU PRESENTED 


The Winchester Unitnrinn Choir, 
with n staunch assist from its guest 
artists, presented its Seventh An- 
nual Evening of Familiar Music on 
May 27th to a friendly and increas- 
ingly enthusiastic audience which 
jammed Metcalf Hall to tho doors 
and, judging from its wholehearted 
applause and the flattering com- 
ments to he heard afterward, tho- 
roughly enjoyed itself. 

The Decoration Committee, com- 
manded by Debby Symmes, had 
transformed the hall into a reason- 
able approximation of a Maytime 
garden, with hundreds of stars 
overhead, boughs of peach blossoms 
or something along the walls (fake, 
hut beautiful), flowers (real) at the 
corners of the stage, and all man- 
ner of engaging small creatures — 
butterflies, bunnies, bees, and birds 
— all over the place. The choir occu- 
pied n platform in front of the stage 
proper, which was used for the vari- 
ous specialties; and so brisk was the 
ticket sale that the refreshment 
tables had to be set up outdoors in- 
stead of at the back of the hall, as 
originally planned. Fortunately the 
night was clear, even if it was May. 

The program was a well -organ- 
ized variety of full-chorus numbers 
such as “June Is Rustin’ Out All 
Over,” which got things under way 
at 8:15, and “We’re On Our Way,” 
which wound them up about two 
hours later, mixed with, or set off 
by, solos, duets, skits, and instru- 
mental numbers.

was magnificent, as always, in

Duets included Dolores Baldyga 
and Sherman Russell in “All 
Through The Night,” Helen Keller 
and Bob Evans in “A Little Old 
Garden,” and Jeanette Baird with 
Bob Wild in “Woman.” Jeanette 
came back to do her own composi- 
tion, “It’s Time to Say Nighty- 
Night,’’ aided and abetted by her 
own small daughter, Jayne, also by 
Marcia Eaton, Martha Hall, Mary 
Burton, Linda and Carol Witham 
and Gail Collins. 

Janet Burbank starred in a coup- 
le of zany skits, singing “The Blue 
Bells of Broadway,” to a bashful 
kilted swain plnyed with fine Scot- 
tish solemnity by Bill von Rosen- 
vinge, and teaming up as Cleopatra 
with Lindsay Caldwell’s Antony in 
a cockeyed Egyptian romp to the 
tune of “Cleo and Me-O.” Linda 
Witham had the stage all to herself 
in a spooky low-lit interpretation 
of “Hernando’s Hideaway.”

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Paine, Webber, Jackson ft Cur- 
tis, nationwide investment firm, 
celebrated its 75th anniversary on 
May 27. The firm, which does one 
of the largest businesses on the 
New York Stock Exchange, is also 
a prominent investment banking 
organization and maintains active 
departments in municipal securi- 
ties, commodities and mutual in- 
vestment funds. It is a consolida- 
tion (effective in 1942) of two Bos- 
ton concerns: Paine, Webber & Co., 
and Jackson & Curtis. The latter 
was founded by Charles G. Jackson 
and Laurence Curtis in 1879. 

That was the year that F. W. 
Woolworth opened his first five and 
ten cent store in Utica, New York. 
Rutherford B. Hayes had been in 
office two years. John D. Long was 
governor of Massachusetts, and 
Frederick O. Prince was Boston’s 
mayor. The cash register was in- 
vented, and just one year later the 
first incandescent lamp appeared. 
The British power vessel “Arizona” 
blazed a passage from New York 
to Queenstown in only 7 days and 
8 hours. According to railroad sta- 
tistics, 125,000 “picnic” passengers 
were transported to and from Bos- 
ton. At long last people were given 
the right to smoke in public where 
heretofore they had been liable to 
arrests on the streets and even on 
the Common (except in “Smoker’s 
Circle.”) It was also a year of tra- 
gedy when 140 people lost their 
lives as 13 fishing schooners foun- 
dered at sea oft the coast of Nova 
Scotia. 

1879 marked a trade revival that 
was one of the most remarkable in 
U. S. history. In that year the 
crops were the largest on record 
(coincident with failures through- 
out most of Europe). This, together 
with the Pennsylvania oil develop- 
ment and a stepDed-up influx of 
European immigrants brought this 
country a prosperity in which Bos- 
ton had its fair share. It sparked a 
remarkable boom in securities 
which continued right up to the 
time of Garfield’s assassination, on- 
ly to erupt later in the panic of 
1*884.

CIVIL DEFENSE DEMONSTRATION 

At 10:30 a. m. tomorrow, “it will 
be assumed that the vicinity of Win- 
chester has been under eqemy air 
attack,” and members of the U. S. 
Army 545th Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Control Detachment will 
go into appropriate action at Shore 
Road Field, directly to the rear of 
the Winchester Fire Station. 

The detachment, with Lt. Robert 
S. Moy in charge, will be in Win- 
chester as part of a Civil Defense 
exercise planned by local CD offi- 
cials to coordinate with the nation- 
wide Red Alert air raid test to be 
held Monday, June 14. All Win- 
chester citizens are urged to attend 
tomorrow’s defense demonstration, 
and notices of the event have been 
posted through the public schools. 

In addition to demonstrating the 
procedure involved in approaching 
and defuzing a “dud”, or unexplod- 
ed bomb, the detachment will dis- 
play various types of explosive, 
models of the “Honest John” and 
“Nike” rockets, the “Tiny Tim” pir 
surface rocket, incendiary, frag- 
mentation and Butterfly bombs, 
hand grenades, artillery projectiles 
and three sizes of general purpose 
bombs. 

Charts depicting the principles 
of the Atom Bomb will also be dis- 
played, and the entire bomb dis- 
posal demonstration will be explain- 
ed to spectators over the Detach- 
ment’s public address system. 

If returned from current man- 
euvers, C. Buttery, 16th Anti-Air- 
craft Gun Battalion from South 
Border road will provide a comple- 
ment of men and equipment.

Sophomore Joe Bcllino rounded 
out a great sports year at Win- 
chester High School by leading the 
Indians’ baseball team both offens- 
ively and defensively. “Joe”, who 
starred as a running back on the 
football team last fall and was the 
best play-maker on last winter’s 
Championship basketball team, bat- 
ted .388 with 26 hits in 67 times at 
bat, including a home run, two 
triples and two doubles.

It is always easier to criticize 
adversely than constructively nnd 
during the present controversy 
much that could have been of a 
helpful nature to the school com- 
mittee has never been advanced be- 
cause the school committee in stub- 
bornly promoting its scheme has 
never divulged its real reason. How 
can a problem be solved if the prob- 
lem itself remains a mystery.

TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

Ladies unu Gentlemen:

There were four meetings of the 
Board of Directors during the past 
year. The first one was a short 
meeting held on July 21 for the pur- 
pose of electing ofllcors. The other 
three were held October 15, Jan- 
uary 20, and February 24. Mr. 
Henry A. Dellicker, the Chairman, 
presided at all four meetings. There 
were also two meetings of the Exe- 
cutive Board. 

The Worcester Tornado was the 
one big disaster in the area for the 
year 1953-1954. Although the 
services of the Chapter were not 
needed to assist in the disaster area, 
the Chapter was very happy to 
send $792 to Worcester which it 
collected through an appeal in The 
Winchester Star. 

The Red Cross Campaign was 
held on Sunday, March 7th. Mr. 
William Davies, the Fund Chair- 
man, worked enthusiastically and 
untiringly to make the quota of 
$19,000 placed upon the Chapter by 
National Headquarters. Due to the 
many willing hours of service given 
by the Chairmen and the 038 volun- 
teers who helped in the Campaign, 
the Chapter is proud to announce 
that $21,300 has been collected to 
date. The total number of mem- 
bers in the Chapter is now 4,901. 
Special mention should be given to 
Mr. John 1. Donovan, Special Gift 
Chairman; Mr. II. Gardner Brad- 
lee, Residential Chairman; Mr. 
Thomas J. Gilgun and Mr. William 
A. Wilde, Jr., Business Chairmen; 
Mrs. Francis Tully, Publicity Chair- 
man, and Miss Helen Monroe, the 
Treasurer for the Fund Drive, all 
of whom worked so diligently 
toward the success of the Cam- 
paign. The Red Cross expresses its 
sincere and heartfelt thanks for a 
job well done. 

There were four visits of the 
Bloodmobile to Winchester during 
the past year — June 5, September 
28, December 14, and March 15. 
The Chapter very much appreciates 
the generosity of the First Con- 
gregational Church in allowing the 
Bloodmobile to make use of the 
Parish House on these four days. 
It is also grateful to Mr. Leon 
Smith, the Custodian of the First 
Congregational Church, for all his 
kind assistance. In addition to the 
Bloodmobile staff, the Chapter pro- 
vides the services of 42 trained 
volunteers for each Blood Day. Mrs. 
Henry E. Moffette and Mrs. Ken- 
dall H. Spencer are co-chairmen of 
the Blood Program and it is due to 
their many hours spent in recruit- 
ing the Blood Donors that the 
visits of the Bloodmobile have been 
so successful. 5G8 pints were col- 
lected on the four visits. The 
Chapter wishes to express its ap- 
preciation to Mrs. Moffette and Mrs. 
Spencer as well as to all the many 
volunteers for their assistance in 
the Blood Program. It also wishes 
to thank the Donors, for without 
them there could be no Blood Pro 
gram. 

In addition to the Blood Donor 
Days in Winchester, the first Wed- 
nesday of every month Winchester 
Chapter sent one Motor Driver, five 
I Nurses Aides, two Staff Aides, two 
Canteen Workers, and Two Gray 
Ladies to staff the Blood Center at 
Dartmouth street in Boston. 

The Chapter also made arrange- 


ments so that blood was furnished 
to Winchester people who were in 
the Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal, Santa Marin, Childrens, Den- 
coness, Peter Bent Brigham, New 
England Baptist, Richardson and 
Winchester Hospitals. This is a 
very real service offered to the 
people of Winchester. 

One of the most important proj- 
ects of the Winchester Chapter is 
to render service to the Winches- 
ter Hospital. During the past yenr 
Motor Corps made 54 trips to the 
Blood Center in order to bring back 
116 pints of blood to the Hospital. 
Seven walking Blood Donors with 
rare RH negative blood were ob- 
tained upon request of the Hos- 
pital. The Gray Ladies provided 
so much assistance to the Hospital 
during visiting hours that the Ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Harlan L. Paine, 
Jr., wrote the Red Cross expressing 
his appreciation of their service. 
These Gray Ladies are under the 
leadership of Mrs. T. Parker Clarke 
who has done a splendid job keep- 
ing the visiting hours at the hos- 
pital well-staffed with volunteers. 
Several Nurses Aids are also hard 
at work at the hospital helping to 
ease the suffering. 

Bedford Veterans Hospital is an- 
other hospital that the Winchester 
Chapter has served-^devotedly for 
many years. This year the Wed- 
nesday Group at the Town Hall, 
headed by Mrs. R. Irving Mayer 
and Mrs. Blanche Moody, and the 
Wedgemerc Group under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. James P. White made 
sixty pairs of draperies for the 
hospital from meterial furnished 
by the hospital. In addition, they 
also made bedjackets and pajamas 
for the patients. 

Mrs. W. Eben Ramsdell heads a 
group of volunteers that meet at 
the Town Hall on Tuesday after- 
noons and Mrs. Richard W. Wyman 
heads the Sy mines Corner Group. 
These volunteers have made more 
than 250,000 surgical dressings for 
the Bedford Hospital this year. 
Gray Ladies go each week to the 
Hospital and give their services to 
help to make the long days a little 
more pleus&At for the veterans. 
The Canteen, under the direction 
of Mrs. Kingman P. Cass, gave a 
very delightful picnic last summer 
for 150 of the patients. They serv- 
ed 350 frankfurters, 40 lbs of potato 
salad, and 190 servings of ice 
cream. The Motor Corps tpok the 
veterans on eight vacation trips 
during the summer months. The 
Red Cross Chapter wishes to thank 
all these many volunteers who 
through their hours of unselfish 
service helped to bring a little cheer 


into the lives of our unfortunate 
veterans. 

Mrs. Walter D. Abbott, Chairman 
of Junior Red Cross, has hnd a 
busy and successful year with the 
many projects in the schools. The 
School children made 7,200 favors 
and nut cups for the trays on the 
five holidays for the Bedford Hos- 
pital patients. They also supply 
the hospital with new Christmas 
cards, playing cards and comic 
books. In addition to the services 
to Bedford, 157 gift boxes were 
packed by the Junior Red Cross and 
sent to children in foreign lands. 
$50.00 was contributed by the High 
School for the Red Cross National 
Children’s Fund. 

Twenty Winchester men and wo- 
men drove 10,790 miles and gave 
920 hours for 313 calls to take 
patients to Boston hospitnls and an 
other errands of mercy. One polio 
patient was taken twice weekly 
to a Boston hospital for treatment 
for a period of over a year. An- 
other patient was taken to a Bos- 
ton hospital daily for sixty days. 
These errands of mercy could not 
have been possible without the 
Motor Corps Drivers. The Chapter 
thanks them sincerely for their 
hours of service. 

The Chapter arranged for one 
class in Home Nursing for High 
School Girls to be held weekly 
throughout the entire school year. 
The class was under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. Waif red G. Wiklund, 
Executive Director of the Winches- 
ter District Nursing Association. 
Thirteen girls attended the course 
and certificates will be awarded in 
June. 

Miss Natalie Jewett has com 
pleted another splendid year as head 
of Home Service. She has had as 
her assistant, Mrs. J. Edward 
Downes. Due to Miss Jewett’s long 
experience, she is able to take care 
of the problems of the men in Serv- 
ice and the veterans most capably 
and efficiently. Seventy-three serv- 
icemen and their families received 
assistance during the past year. 
Twenty-four emergency loans were 
given by the Chapter and thirteen 
calls for information during the 
Worcester Tornado Disaster were 
checked and answers given. A great 
many verifications of extension of 
leaves were cleared by Home Serv- 
ice. This service of the Chapter is 
most important because it forms a 
| liaison between the servicemen and 


fortunate to have it in such capable 
hands. 

Twenty-seven gift boxes for 
servicemen who were on the high 
sens on Christmas Day were pro- 
vided by the Chapter. These were 
given by the Girl Scouts, the 
Grange, the Women’s League of the 
First Baptist Church, Mr. and Mrs. 
Maxwell McCreery, and the Red 
Cross. Also, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas baskets were provided to 
several needy Winchester families. 

Mrs. Howard J. Chidley was kind 
enough to provide weekly enter- 
tainment for the boys at the Anti- 
aircraft Battery, Conipnny C, in the 
Fells for several months. Life is 
quite lonely for these boys and the 
entertainment was most welcome to 
them. The Chapter greatly appre- 
ciates the work done by Mrs. Chid- 
ley on this project. 

Mr. Francis D. Wcnfcr, ('hair- 
man of First Aid, made arrange- 
ments for six First Aid classes to 
be given during the past year. 
Ninety-three First Aid certificates 
were issued. The Chapter is most 
grateful to Mr. Weafer for so wil- 
lingly arranging for these classes. 

Tli is year the Water Saftey pro- 
gram had a very successful sum- 
mer.

HARRISON CHAI/WICK 

LOCAL LEGISLATOR 
HAS GOOD YEAR 


Winchester’s representative in 
the General Court, Harrison Chad- 
wick, has had a good year from the 
standpoint of seeing bills enacted 
in which he has been interested and 
for which he has worked, and from 
his position on the powerful Rules 
Committee, Representative Chad- 
wick has been able to help consider- 
ably with the administration pro- 
gram initiated by Governor Herter. 
Of this program, Chadwick asserts 
more has been accomplished for the 
citizens of the Commonwealth than 
during any two years period in our 
history. ‘‘Today,” he says 44 more 
services are being rendered by the 
State government to people in all 
walks of life than ever before, and, 
under the Herter Administration, 
these services are being performed 
efficiently. The total State budget 
has been cut for two successsive 
years, resulting in important tax 
reductions. One of these has been 
the reduction of the tax on “Un- 
earned Income”, for which I have 
been a constant petitioner and ad- 
vocate. Numerous groups of pen- 
sioners and persons on limited, non- 
salaried incomes will benefit from 
the increased exemptions. Although 
the exemptions are not all I had 
hoped,” Chadwick continues “the 
principle we fought for has been 
established and I shall continue to 
strive for further reductions.” 
Another change which Chadwick 
has championed and which has 
passed its first test this year is the 
Constitutional Amendment for a 
four year term for Governor. This 
cannot take affect until it has been 
approved by another Legislature 
and by the people on the ballot in 
1958, but the Winchester Legislator 
believes it is a heartening step in 
the right direction. An act, known 
as the “Chadwick Bill”, to establish 
a much needed Legislative Research 
Council was passed after being 
given an acid test in debate on the 
floor of the House. The bill is de- 
signed to provide better information 
for the Legislators and to save 
many thousands of dollars pre- 
viously expended by the Recess 
Commissions. 

Representative Chadwick led the 
fight in the House to give the cities 
and towns a greater measure of 
Home Rule, but lost this battle by 
a narrow margin. He says he will 
work for its adoption again next 
year, if re-elected. He has already 
filed his papers for re-nomination. 

The local Legislator has the 
heaviest assignment to committees 
and commissions of any member of 
the House of Representatives. Be- 
sides holding membership on the 
Rules Committee, he is also a mem 
her of the Committees on Elections, 
State Administration and Metro- 
politan Affairs. In addition, he is 
a member of the Crime Commis- 
sion, the Hypertension Commission 
and is Vice-Chairman of the re« 
cently organized Fiscal Survey 
Commission, which will study the 
State’s finances from the long range 
viewpoint. It further seems 
foregone conclusion, he will hold an 
influential position on the new 
Legislative Research Council since 
he was the author of the bill creat- 
ing it.

ECONOMIC VALUE OF HOSPITAL 


The following is taken from the 
June issue of the Winchester Hos- 
pital Bulletin, a monthly report 
published for the benefit of hospi- 
tal employees and staff. 

“Everybody is aware of the value 
of the Winchester Hospital to the 
community from a medical and 
health standpoint, but did you ever 
think of the economic value of the 
hospital to this area. The fact is 
that the Winchester Hospital is one 
of the biggest businesses in the 
town. With almost 250 employees 
we pay back to the community al- 
most forty thousand dollars a 
month in the form of a payroll. In 
addition, we are purchasing about 
twenty thousand dollars worth of 
supplies per month. The hospital 
operates the largest food business 
in town, the second largest laundry 
in town. We are the largest private 
consumer of coal and water in the 
town, and the second largest consu- 
mer of electricity. It is obvious that 
the hospital contributes not only 
to the health of the citizens of the 
community, hut also to the health 
of the economy of this community. 

‘Do you know that it costs $1.45 
per minute to operate this hospital, 
and that is every minute of the day 
and every day of the week." 


For every gripe you get about 
truck drivers there is generally 
compensating praise, and the fol- 
lowing story ought to compensate 
for a lot of beefing! 

It was six o’clock last Thursdny 
evening and traffic on Main street 
and the Parkway was at its worst. 
Drivers were primarily concerned 
with the problem of getting their 
cars safely through one of the worst 
intersections in town, that at the 
junction of the Parkway and Wn 
torfield road with Main street. None 
apparently noticed, or at least did 
anything about a mother duck and 
three tiny ducklings standing at 
the comer of Main street and the 
Parkway, hopelessly looking across 
Main street toward the waters of 
the Mill Pond. 

Several times the mother and 
her brood made a start to cross the 
street, in the cross walk, too, but 
there was no slow-down of the traf- 
fic and each time, they hopped back 
with plaintive honkings to the pro 
tection of the sidewalk. 

After a fifth such attempt it hap- 
pened! A big First National trailer- 
truck came rumbling along Main 
street headed toward Medford. As 
it approached the intersection of 
Main street and the Parkway it 
came to a ponderous stop, and the 
sturdy driver climbed down from 
the cab. 

Moving out into the middle of 
Main street, the big driver held up 
his hands, stopping what north and 
south traffic his trailer-truck hadn't 
halted. Standing motionless, he 
looked toward the little brood of 
ducks, and with a quacking and 
fluttering of wings the mother and 
her babies happily waddled across 
the street in Indian file, staying 
carefully in the cross walk and 
reaching the easterly side of Main 
street safely.

LIGHTWEIGHTS 


Jim Phillips, head coach of bas- 
ketball at Central High school for 
the past four years, has accepted a 
similar position at Winchester 
High School and will start his new 
duties next September. 

Confirmation of his appointment 
to the new position came yesterday 
from both Phillips and the office of 
Dr. Harry V. Gilson, Winchester 
superintendent of schools. 

Phillips succeeds Ted Bartlett, 
who resigned a month ago to take 
a principal’s position in Virginia. 
Phillips, who already has signed a 
contract at Winchester, will teach 
commercial studies at the Bay State 
school in addition to coaching bas- 
ketball. 

Phillips told the Union Leader 
Wednesday, June 9, his decision to 
leave Manchester had nothing to do 
with his relations with the Central 
High Athletic committee, which 
pulled his basketball team out of 
the state tournament playoffs last 
February only to change its mind 
at a later date. 

“I have no kicks coming from my 
association with the council," Phil- 
lips said. “I simply saw a great 
opportunity for advancement and 
decided to take it.” 

Phillips admitted that he was 
ready to purchase a home in Man 
Chester and “settle down” in the 
Queen City when the opportunity 
for the new position suddenly came 
up. 

Praises James, McCaffery 
He said he “got along fine” with 
members of the Athletic council 
and that “I just did what I was 
told to do as far as sports are con- 
cerned.” He praised Superinten- 
dent of Schools Austin J. McCaffrey 
and retiring Headmaster Carl 
James as “great administrators.” 
Jim also admitted he had “tough 
luck” with his team last winter and 
that local basketball facilities “are 
not the best in the world.” He said 
he was happy to see that better 
facilities would he included in the 
new school building program: 

He said he has “no idea” who will 
be selected to fill the vacancy, but 
revealed that the Central hoop 
team “can’t help but do well next 
winter.” He said several promis- 
ing players have come along who 
will greatly aid the Little Green 
hoop team during the coming cam- 
paign. 

Phillips said one of the saddest 
things about his leaving would be 
the loss of so many fine friends in 
all walks of life in the Queen City. 

He said his transfer to Winches- 
ter will eventually mean a financial 
boost over his present salary be- 
cause the Bay State city has 
higher maximum pay scale than 
Manchester. His salary as a teach- 
er-coach at Central reportedly was 
between $4,600 and $4,800. 

Superintendent McCaffrey, mean 
while, disclosed this morning that 
Phillips had alerted him a short 
time ago to anticipate Jim’s ap 
pointment to the Winchester berth 
Superintendent McCaffery said he 
learned last night from Principal 
James that Phillips had received 
the appointment. 

Doctor McCaffery said that un 
less the Central High council does 
appoint a coach from the present 
teaching personnel in the system, 
they may request that I take into 
consideration the need for a basket- 
ball coach in filling the teaching 
vacancy in the social science de 
partment. 

“In that event, I would carefully 
seek out a person who is an estab 
lished coach and who is well recom 
mended as a teacher.” The name 
of such a person, according to the 
superintendent, would probably 
then be submitted as a joint recom 
mendation from the superintendent 
and the Athletic council. 

Until such time as revised rules 
of procedures for the School Board 
concerning athletics become effec 
tive in September, the council has 
the power to hire a coach. In this 
connection, a council-named coach

In the event an appointment to 
the vacancy is made after Septem- 
ber, the appointment requires en- 
dorsement by the full board. 

During the next few weeks, the 
names of several candidates for the 
vacant berth are certain to crop in- 
to the news. Among those bound 
to be mentioned are young John 
Richard (Dick) Healy, the new 
Central track mentor, who formerly 
coached championship hoop teams 
at Whitefield High, and Joe Bron- 
stein, former Little Green mentor 
who coached at West High last 
season. 

Winchester High is one of the 
strongest Class B quintets in Mass- 
achusetts. It won the “B” crown 
last season and reached the New 
England finals before going down 
to defeat. It previously won sev- 
eral state championships. 

Phillips is a native of Boston and 
received his BS degree in Business 
Administration from Northeastern 
University in 1947. His college 
education was interrupted by serv- 
ice in the Army Air Corps. He re- 
ceived his Master of Education de- 
gree from Boston University in 
1948. 

His first coaching job was at 
Portsmouth during the 1948-49 
season when his Clippers reached 
the state tournament finals before 
losing to Central “and Billy Pap- 
pas,” as Phillips put it. His Ports- 


mouth team won the state cham- 
pionship the following winter. 

Phillips came to Central in 1950 
and took his Little Green hoopsters 
into the state fournament where 
they won the consolation game. In 
1951-52, Central lost in the opening 
round of the tournament and did 
not qualify for the tourney the fol- 
lowing year. Last winter, Central 
lost in the playoffs.

J. B. Edmonson, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan School of Edu- 
cation, who died Friday night, June 
4, at his home, 1503 Cambridge 
road, Ann Arbor, Mich., was the 
father of Mrs. Donald King Lewis 
of 56 Emerson road, and grand- 
father of Nancy and Jeffrey Lewis. 

Born December 28, 1882, in Par- 
kersburg, la., Dean Edmonson re- 
ceived his A. B. degree from the 
University of Michigan in 1906 and 
his Master’s degree in 1910. He 
received his Doctorate in Education 
from the University of Chicago in 
1925. He received honorary degrees 
from Michigan State Normal Col- 
lege in 1939 and from Wayne Uni- 
versity in 1951. 

Dean Edmonson became a teach- 
ing assistant in history at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 1909 and 
joined the University faculty in 
1914, being named professor of 
Education, the oldest such profes- 
sorship in the nation. He was ap- 
pointed denn of the School of Edu- 
cation in 1929 and served in this 
capacity until the beginning of his 
retirement furlough in 1952, being 
formally retired and made dean 
emeritus in 1953. 

After his retirement he remained 
active as chairman of three national 
committees, the Committee on In- 
tercollegiate Athletics and Inter- 
school Athletics of the North Cen- 
tral Association, National Educa- 
tion Association Committee on 
fraudulent schools and colleges, and 
the Canada-United States Commis- 
sion on Education of which he had 
been co-chairman since 1944. The 
author of several textbooks and 
books on educational administra- 
tion, he was last year given the 
distinguished service award by the 
Michigan Education Association, 
the first time this award had been 
given to an individual. 

Besides his survivors in Winches- 
ter, Dean Edmonson leaves his wife, 
a son, three grandchildren, two 
brothers and two sisters. 

Funeral services were held Mon 
day, June 7, at the First Presby 
terian Church in Ann Arbor, Mich. 
Burial was in Forest Hill Cemetery 
there.

Delay in filing claims for Old- 
Age and Survivors Insurance bene- 
fits has cost many residents of Win- 
chester a needless loss of money, 
according to K. Francis O’Day, 
manager of the Social Security Of- 
fice in Cambridge. A recent study 
revealed that a sizable number of 
individuals 65 years of age or over 
failed to file their claims for bene- 
fits within six months after 
they stopped working. Since back 


payments cannot be made be- 
yond six months from the date of 
making application, eligible per- 
sons who do not file for benefits 
promptly are in danger of losing 
benefits. 

So many people feel that they 
cannot receive unemployment in- 
surance or old age assistance, if 
they apply for and are eligible to 
receive old age insurance benefits. 
This is a complete misunderstand- 
ing. Any person who is at least (15

In his annual nppenl to all gar- 
deners, Dr. Eric if. Hansen, Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, 180 Lnngwood avenue, 
Boston, yesterday urged them to 
give careful consideration to the 
animal problem. 

“It is true,” said Dr. Hansen, 
“that gnrdenei s complain about the 
damage caused by animals, for it 
is annoying to discover that dogs 
or eats have dug up the beds, 
trnmpling down the tiny shoots, or 
that rabbits or other creatures have 
invaded the garden to nibble at the 
tender greens.” 

“However,” continued the Soci- 
ety President, “ it is up to the per- 
son himself to protect his garden 
from such invaders. There is no 
necessity for shooting, trapping or 
cruel treatment of these trespas- 
sers because, after all, they are 
merely following their natural in- 
stincts. We especially urge garden- 
ers to refrain from instigating poi- 
son campaigns, for such methods 
usually serve only to bring about 
the death of neighborhood pets and 
do not seem to affect the real ma- 
rauders.” 

Dr. H unsen further suggested 
that all gardeners enclose their 
plots with a simple fence of chick- 
en wire or other material, which 
should solve the problem and there- 
by eliminate unnecessary suffering 
to helpless animals.

When 
exercise is necessary, it should be 
given in the evening. Further- 
more, we strongly discourage the 
habit of leaving dogs in parked 
cars with little or no ventilation. 
If owners must leave their pets in 
automobiles, the car should be 
parked in a shady spot, if possible, 
and all windows opened two inches. 

“Old dogs, heavy-throated dogs 
like English bulldogs, boxers and 
some cocker spaniels, and very 
heavy-coated dogs sometimes have 
difficulty in hot weather,” stated 
Dr. Schnelle, ‘and they are often 
host confined to a cellar, especially 
if it is damp and cool. The cellar 
floor can he wet down, and the 
windows opened. If the dog’s 
breathing becomes very rapid and 
noisy, the animal should be placed 
in a tub of cool water, which should 
be left running until the frequency 
of the breathing and the noise of 
respiration lessens. If the owner 
has any doubt as to his dog’s con- 
dition, he should cull a veterinarian 
at once.”

His name was Smith, and his 
mother in a burst of originality had 
christened him John. A good solid 
name that goes hack to The Found- 
ing Fathers, and beyond. But Mr. 
Smith lost his identity when he 
negleted to put his social security 
number on the tax return at the 
time he made the social security 
report on self employment last 
March. Now the social security 
people are trying to pick him out 
from among the 1,287,315 other 
persons named Smith for whom 
social security accounts are kept. 
The first name, John, doesn’t help 
much. There are 59,345 John 
Smiths to whom social security ac- 
count numbers have been issued. 
They’ll get him straight, but it 
will take time and trouble for all 
concerned, including Mr. Smith, and 
it will cost some social security 
taxes to get the job done. 

“Your name on the quarterly re- 
port of your wages, or on your an- 
nual report of your self-employ- 
ment income that counts toward 
old-age and survivors insurance is 
not enough to identify your social 
security account,” said the manager 
of the Cambridge social security 
office. 

The manager said that unless 
your name is accompanied by your 
social security number, just as both 
appear on your social security card, 
there is no certainty that you will 
get credit for your earnings. 

The nine-digit number on your 
social security card is different from 
the number shown on any other 
social security card. He said that 
well over 100 million numbers have 
been assigned by the Social Secur- ! 
ity Administration. “No two of 
these numbers are the same,” he 1 
added. 

The numbers preserve the iden- 
tity of each worker and his earn- 
ings account, making possible the 
principle that social security bene- 
fits are geared to the amount of 
each person’s own earnings. 

“The confusion, trouble, expense, 
and possible loss of benefit pay- 
ments that result from reporting a 
name without a number, or with an 
incorrect number, are not restrict- 
ed to the Smith,” the manager 
pointed out. Social security ac- 
counts are kept for nearly a million 
Johnsons, and 857,753 Browns, 
730,884 Williamses, and 696,120 
Joneses. 

“Even if you have a name as un- 
usual as that of a character in a 
Charles Dickens’ novel, don’t rely 
on it alone to identify your social 
security account,” the manager 
cautioned. He said you’d he sur- 
prised to learn how many unusual 
names are not so unusual where the 
social security account records are 
concerned. 

He advised workers not to at- 
tempt to memorize their social 
security number. “A change or 
transposition of one digit might re- 
sult in crediting your earnings to 
another person/’ he declared. 

In conclusion, the Manager of the 
Cambridge office said: “No matter 
whether your name is John Smith 
or Ichabod Crane, he sure that it 
is reported along with your number 
just as both appear on your social 
security card. If you change your 
name, ask for another card, which 
will show your new name but the 
old number. Once a social security 
number is issued to you, it is yours 
for life. It is your link to the 
records of your earnings which will 
set the amount of your payments.”

FIRST AID TIPS FOR THE FOURTH 

No matter where you go or what 
you do over the July Fourth week 

end — even if you stay at home-- — - — 

chances are you’ll be faced with wives at a finnl luncheon last Fri- 
one or more of the customary d«y. Shortly after twelve o’clock 
holiday hazards. A few common- teachers and their guests aat 
sense precautions can prevent a lot down to a sumptuous luncheon 
of common accidents, the American featuring lobster salad. Beautiful 
Red Cross advises. 

If you’re going to the beach, be 
prepared to cope with sunburn, 
sunstroke, and boating and swim- 
ming accidents. 

If you’re staying inland, be 
ready for strains, sprains, broken 
bones, insect or snake bites, and, of 
course, sunburn, and sunstroke. 

No matter where you go, drive 
carefully. Have adequate flrst-aid 
supplies on hand, and know where 
to locate a doctor or an ambulance 
quickly. 

And even if you stay at home, 
take it easy. Don’t eat too much, 
don’t drink too much, and don’t 
exercise more than you’re usOd to. 

If, in spite of your precautions, 
an accident occurs where you are 
in a position to help, don’t panic — 
take it easy. The immediate care 
given to accident victims within 
the first few seconds may make the 
difference between living and dying. 

Even persona with no firat aid 
training can be of aome help by 
following theae general directions: 

1. Don’t move the injured person 
unless it is absolutely necessary. 

If he has a spinal injury or in- 
ternal injuries, moving may make 
them worse. 

2. Look for bleeding first. Moat 
serious bleeding can be stopped by 
applying pressure directly on the 
wound. If the person has stopped 
breathing, begin artificial respir- 
ation immediately. 

3. Help prevent shock by keep 
ing the injured person lying flat 
until you know how serious his in- 
juries are. Keep the victim from 
becoming chilled. 

4. Send someone to call a doctor
